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Canada’s 6 Uncle Louis’ Dies at 91

QUEBEC (CP) Ixxtis Ste¬ 
phen St. Laurent, 12th prime 
minister and beloved Uncle 
l^xiis of Canadian politics, 
died at his home here 
Wednesday. He was 91. 

St. Laurent’s son Renaud 
said the end came peacefully 
for the man who served as 
Liberal prime minister from 
1948 to 1957. 


St. l.aurent, the second 
French-Canadian to become 
prime minister, is the second 
former prime minister to die 
in seven months. 

I’he courtly old politician 
received the last rites of the 
Roman Catholic church Sun¬ 
day. His health has been 
shaky since 1968 when he 
fractured a hip in a fall in his 
home. 

His condition became ag¬ 


gravated in the last two 
months. ** 

The funeral will be held 
here Saturday. 

In Ottawa. Acting Prime 
Minister Mitchell Sharp inter¬ 
rupted the regular business of 
the Commons to announce the 
death of St. Laurent. 

Minutes earlier. Paul Mar¬ 
tin, government leader in the 
Senate, who served in St. 
Laurent's cabinet from 1948 


until 1957, broke the news to 
the Senate which immediately 
adjourned for the day. 

In Calgary, attending the 
western economic conference. 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
spoke of St. Laurent’s ‘pro¬ 
found faith in Canada" and 
his belief "there could be no 
greater honor than to serve 
his country.” 

"He entered public life pri¬ 
marily to foster Canadian 


harmony,” said Trudeau. 
"His contribution to the better 
understanding of Canada by 
Canadians was immense and 
everywhere in this country he 
became the symbol of toler¬ 
ance and unity." 

In the Commons. Sharp said 
Canada has lost a great Cana¬ 
dian whose work lives on, a 
man admired and respected 
throughout the country. 

St. Laurent, he said, had a 


profound faith in Canada and 
a, sense of public duty. 

"Everywhere he became 
the sign of tolerance and 
unity. His legacy to Canada 
permeated Canadian life." 

"Few men holding this of¬ 
fice have commanded such 
universal respect and admira¬ 
tion," Senator Martin told the 
Senate.

Airline Cancels 
Half Its Flights 


VANCOUVER — CP Air reduced its flights by 
nearly 60 per cent Wednesday as machinists started a 
nationwide strike against Canada’s second largosl air 
carrier. 

The walkout, the first in the 31-year history of 
the airline, began at noon. It was described as "100 
per cent” effective by the International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace Workers which has 
1,300 members employed by CP Air. 

A CP Air spokesman conceded that the walkout 
was "total,” forcing supervisory personnel to service 
the airline’s fleet of jetliners.

B.C. Ferries are expected to be sailing on 
time today, following an agreement on start¬ 
ing times for engineers between government 
and union negotiators. 

, It was agreed Wednesday that the engi¬ 
neers should start shifts 15 minutes before 
scheduled sailing time to allow time for pre¬ 
sailing checks, and that if extra time is 
worked on top of the regular eight-hour shift 
workers will receive overtime rates of pay. 

Peter Marshall, staff representative for 
the B.C. Government Employees Union's 
marine branch, which represents the licensed 
personnel, said Wednesday that other griev¬ 
ances about working conditons will be studied 
by a joint committee of union and man¬ 
agement. 

Conditions at Swartz Bay and Tsawwassen 
ferry terminals were far better Wednesday 
than they had the previous day, but many 
travellers till endured waits of up to two 
hours.

WASHINGTON Senator 
Daniel lnouye finished ques¬

Irrigation 
Icebergs 
‘In Sight’ 


TACOMA, Wash. (AP) — 
Two government scientists 
say a plan to tow' huge ice¬ 
bergs from the Antarctic to 
parched sections of Australia 
and Chile is just three years 
away from reality. 

Icebergs about 800 feet 
thick, 1% miles wide and six 
miles long are the key to a 
concept being perfected by 
Dr. William Campbell and Dr. 
Wilfurd Weeks. 

Campbell, a geophysicist in 
the U.S. Geological Survey’s 
ice dynamic project, and 
Weeks, an army civilian gla¬ 
ciologist, first believed the 
iceberg project impossible. 

"But the end of our first 
study on the matter con¬ 
vinced us it was very prac- 
t i c a b 1 e , ’ * Campbell said 
Wednesday. 


The airline said it was at¬ 
tempting to find alternate 
transportation for jts passen¬ 
gers but could also offer re¬ 
funds for all regularly sche¬ 
duled flights which were can¬ 
celled. 

Since charter flights do not 
offer refunds. CP Air said it 
was making a special effort 
to get its charter passengers 
on other flights. 

In the event of a total shut¬ 
down the airline would lose 
$500,000 a day in revenue. CP 
Air runs 420 flights a week 
throughout the world and im¬ 
mediately cut total service to 
less than half with 200 flights 
when the machinists walked 
off. 

The airline's transcon¬ 
tinental operation has been 
curtailed from nine (q four 
flights a day and service will 
be limited to Vancouver, 
Toronto and Montreal. 

All points in the B.C.- 
Yukon service will continue to 
be serviced but. on a reduced 
basis with flights cut back 1o 
70 a week from the usual 104. 
Service to Prince Rupert, Ter¬ 
race, Prince George and Fort 
St. John will also be continued 
on a reduced basis, but Grand 
Prairie will not be serviced on 
the western domestic run. 

All flights have been can¬ 
celled from Vancouver to San 
Francisco as well as all Cana- 
da-to-Mexico flights, although 
the Mexican-South American 
service will continue to 
operate. 

There will also be curtail¬ 
ments on the airline’s flights 
to the South Pacific but ser¬ 
vice will remain without inter¬ 
ruptions from Vancouver to 
Tokyo. a

Judge Orders 
Bombing Halt 


NEW YORK (Router) — A federal judge has 
ordered an end to United States operations in Cam¬ 
bodia in a far-reaching decision that joins the 
weight of the judiciary to that of Congress in set¬ 
ting clear limitations to the power of a president to 
wage war. 

Judge Orrin Judd declared that U.S. involve¬ 
ment in Cambodia was unconstitutional because 
Congress had not authorized it. In a 32-page memo¬ 
randum accompanying the decision, the judge 
wrote: 

"The extenl of the power granted by Congress 
depends on the language used by Congress, not on 
the president’s statements to Congress. An emer¬ 
gency does not create power unless Congress has 
granted it.” 

Burt Neuborne, lawyer for the American Civil 
Liberties Union representing Congresswoman Eli¬ 
zabeth Holtzman of Brooklyn, a Democrat, and 
four air force officers as plaintiffs, said that the 
decision "establishes the precedence which inhibits 
the president from conducting military operations 
without the consent of Congress.” 

Judd, a Republican, issued a permanent in¬ 
junction but stayed its execution until Friday to 
allow the federal government time to appeal.

Barrett Passes Acid Test 


Ontario 
Railmen 
Off Job 


MONTREAL (CP) - Non¬ 
operating employees of 10 Ca¬ 
nadian railways scheduled a 
48-hour strike for today in On¬ 
tario. crippling transcon¬ 
tinental train serv ice passing 
through central Canada and 
rail service within the prov¬ 
ince. 

Richard Smith, chief bar¬ 
gainer for the eight unions re¬ 
presenting 56,000 railway 
workers involved in a con¬ 
tract dispute, announced the 
timing and date of the strike 
at. a news conference here 
late Wednesday afternoon. 

Canadian National Railways 
and CP Rail followed Wednes¬ 
day night with statements 
that their transcontinental 
train services were being 
halted. 

CP Rail said its transcon¬ 
tinental runs were being shut 
down effective today. CN’s 
news release Wednesday 
night said its Supercontinental 
service between Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver was 
discontinued "effective imme¬ 
diately.” 

The SupercontinentaJ from 
Montreal Wednesday was 
stopped at Ottawa and re¬ 
turned here Wednesday night. 

Both railways slapped em- 
bargos on livestock freight 
shipments, and CN said explo¬ 
sives also will not be accept¬ 
ed, in all provinces. No 
freight would be accepted in 
Ontario and shipments from 
elsewhere may be delayed, 
the railways warned. 

Both railways promised to 
make efforts to assist strand¬ 
ed passengers reach their 
final destinations. 

CP Rail planned to pull Its 
westbound transcontinental 
trains out of service today as 
they reached Winnipeg, Cal¬ 
gary and Vancouver. East- 
bound trains were to be halt¬ 
ed at Calgary, Winnipeg and 
Sudbury. 

CN intended to run its west¬ 
bound Supercontinental, ex¬ 
cept the Wednesday train re¬ 
called at Ottawa, on through 
to the west coast. Eastbound 
trains would be halted at Win¬ 
nipeg and Capreol, near Sud¬ 
bury. 

Both railways cancelled all 
new transcontinental runs 
until "further notice.’’ Both 
cited the disruptive effect on 
scheduling of the strikes in 
the centre of the country. 

Besides its announcement 
on termination of transcon¬ 
tinental service. CN said all 
other passenger trains with 
an Ontario arrival or depar¬ 
ture point have been can¬ 
celled for the duration of the 
strike.

ond World War cabinet of the 
late W. L. Mackenzie King as 
a spokesman for Quebec. The 
soft-spoken Quebec lawyer 
quickly became King’s right- 
hand man and was almost a 
runaway choice to succeed 
him when he stepped down 
late in 1948. 

His entry into federal poli¬ 
tics was tumultuous. In 1942, 
a year after .joining the Mack¬ 
enzie King cabinet, he be¬ 


came the key figure in the 
conscription battle in Quebec. 

More than 70 per cent of 
Quebec people voted opposi¬ 
tion to the King government’s 
efforts to impose compulsory 
overseas service. 

1 St. i^urent went against the 
grain of Quebec to 

supi>ort conscription, later 
winning from Mackenzie King 
the statement: ‘1 am perfect¬ 
ly aware that had Mr. St. 
l*ayrent withdrawn his sup¬ 
port of myself . . . I should 
have had no alternative but to 
tender my resignation . , 
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So well did the Liberals sur¬ 
vive the conscription crisis 
that, in the fjrst election after 
the war, the party claimed 54 
of Quebec’s H5 seats. St. 
I^aurent won his seat by a 
record majority of 10,000 
votes. 

Conscr iption was only one 
of many issues that would boil 
through the St. l^aurcnt years. 

Probably the least glorious 
battle came in his confronta¬ 
tion with Quebec Premier 
Maurice Duplessis in 1954. 

St. I .au rent launched a 
head-on attack against the 
powerful premier’s plan to in¬ 
troduce a provincial personal 
income tax that would be de¬ 
ductible from federal taxes. 

The strength of Duplessis 
proved too much and St. 
Laurent finally met the pre¬ 
mier in a Montreal hotel to 
work out a compromise. 

'Hie result was that Quebec 
kept |the tax plan and St. 
I .aurent w as sub jected to pub¬ 
lic scorn for a "hotel room 
deal." 

Two other bitier times 
came when his government 
imposed closure to end the 
Trans-Canada Pipeline debate 
and when St. lAurent resisted 
pressure to line up with "the 
mother country" during the 
Suez crisis in 1956. 

Instead of supporting Bri¬ 
tain’s intervention in the 
crisis, the St. 1 Aurent govern¬ 
ment chose to play peacemak¬ 
er. 

St. lAurent explained in 
Parliament that he refused to 
siipjiort Britain "because the 
members of smaler nations 
are human beings just as are 
other people; because the era 
when the supermen of Europe 
could govern the whole world 
is coming pretty close to an 
end." 


The opposition responded— 
With the charge that he was 
knifing Britain in the hack. 

St. Laurent was pushing 
strongly to create a clear Ca¬ 
nadian identity, and to Jorge 
for Canada the role of a force 
for world peace. 

It was St. l*aurent who sent 
Lester Pearson to-the United 
Nations. And it was St. 
Laurent’s government which 
moved Canada into the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
in 1949. and into the l. T N 
forces in Korea in 1950. 

The Laurent government, in 
its quest for Canadian integri¬ 
ty, ended the policy of carry¬ 


ing judicial appeals to the 
Privy Council in lzwwion, 
making the Canadian Su¬ 
preme Court supreme in fact 
as well as name 
St. Laurent also brought, in 
the legislation which made 
the Queen of England the . 
Queen of Canada as well, and 
it.^vas he who named the late 
Y'ificent Massey as Canada's 
first native-born governor 
general, 

S t . I^uu ent cautiously . 
avoided in his retirement any 
statement that, could arouse 
political controversy. In the 
rare inverviews he ga.Ye. he 
continued to stress the need 
for Canadian unity. 
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of the Prairie premiers, per¬ 
haps because he played a |*»- 
ripheral role in the first 
ma jor part of the agenda. 

On the opening day of the 
conference, he drew a frosty 
look from Trudeau when he 
said he hoped the prime min¬ 
ister's stated concern for the 
west since the last federal 
election was not a "death-bed 
repentance which will be disa¬ 
vowed if the patient recov¬ 
ers." 

And later, hp capped a 
drawn-out exchange on freight

Depends on what you mean 
hv a "routine exam." and 
whether it includes specific 
tests for V.D. Some cases are 
obvious, hut some are nol and 
will not be apparent unless 
spec fie tests are made fod 
syphilis and gonorrhea. That's 


why, with the upsurge of 
V.D.. more physicians are in¬ 
cluding such tests in "rou¬ 
tine" examinations. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
been fdld I have folliculitis and 
would like to know more 
about it. Is it a fungus? Can it 
he cured? Do certain foods 
aggravate the condition? 
(ML 

Folliculitis is an "itis" an 
infection, that is — ok* folli¬ 


cle's, which are the depres¬ 
sions from which hairs grow. 
Strictly speaking, a pimple : 
forming around a hair is folli- I 
culitis, but we don’t use the 
term in such isolated In¬ 
stances. In your case, evident¬ 
ly some area of the scalp or 
elsewhere is involved. 

It can be a fungus infection. 
However, bacterial infection, 
particularly the staph (sta- ; 
phylococcus) germ is p fre- | 
quent culprit. Certain chemi¬ 
cals or oils that inflame the 
skin can he involved, too. 

"Barber s itch," for one ex¬ 
ample. is folliculitis of the fol¬ 
licles from which facial hair ! 
grows. These days barbers 
take substantial pains to steri- I 
lize their instruments so such 1 
infections cannot be passed j 
from one person to another.

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NDP Tries To Stall

OTTAWA (CP) — The New 
Democratic Party made a 
last-ditch attempt in the Com¬ 
mons Wednesday to scuttle a 
bill authorizing special coins 
and stamps to raise 5260 mil¬ 
lion for the 1976 Olympic 
Games at Montreal. 


The attempt came in a mo¬ 
tion by Arnold Peters, 
member for Timiskaming. He 
moved that third reading, the 
last step before Senate ap¬ 
proval and royal assent* make 
the bill law, be postponed six 
months. 


Broader Review 
Urged on Food 


OTTAWA (CP) — The spe¬ 
cial Commons eommitee on 
food prices called Wednesday 
for further study on prices. 

Specifically, it recommend¬ 
ed an international study to 
determine how effective price 
controls have been elsewhere 
in regulating costs and sui»- 
plies. 

In its second report, tabled 
In the Commons, the commit¬ 
tee said the study should be 
carried out by the recently- 
formed Food Prices Review 
Board and it should start 
work immediately. 

“ . . . the steady upward 
movement of food prices has 
caused continuing, growing 
concern to Canadians, The 
Committee fully shares that 
concern.” 

The reijort also said the 


hoard should be discouraged 
from trying to set itself up as 
solely an educational agency. 
The board was established by 
the government after the 
committee recommended its 
formation in its first report 
three months ago. 

It is designed to monitor 
food prices, determine which 
increases warrant investiga¬ 
tion, and recommend action 
to the government. It has no 
power to control prices on its 
own. 

The report, signed by chair¬ 
man Bud Cullen (L—Samia- 
Lambtant, also asked the gov¬ 
ernment to implement all re¬ 
maining recommendations 
from its first report, “espe¬ 
cially the recommendation to 
consider the feasibility of pro¬ 
grams to provide food for low- 
income Canadians.” 


There was no time to vote 
on the motion, however, be¬ 
cause the House adjourned 
early in tribute to former 
prime minister Louis St. 
Laurent, who died Wednesday 
in Quebec City. 

If the NDP motion is ap¬ 
proved —and this seems un¬ 
likely in the face of strong lib¬ 
eral. Conservative and Social 
Credit support for the bill — 
the first issue of special $5 
and $10 coins as well as com¬ 
memorative stamps will have 
to be postponed. 

The NDP has been fighting 
the Olympics bill tooth and 
nail, except at the beginning 
when many of its members 
thought the bill would save 
the taxpayer from having to 
pick up a large deficit. 

Peters, a violent opponent 
of the bill, argued Wednesday 
against its provisions to per¬ 
mit the issuance of $450 mil¬ 
lion worth of coins to obtain a 
$250 million profit that the 
government would turn over 
to Olympics organizers. 
Stamps and other postal prod¬ 
ucts would raise an expected 
$10 million. 

A coin issue of this size, 
Peters said, would be larger 
than the entire total of $317 
million in silver coinage mint¬ 
ed since Confederation.

LONDON (AP) — One of 
the world’s leading authorities 
on naval power says the Sovi¬ 
et navy with its own air arm 
and a greater range of sub¬ 
marines is now the most pow¬ 
erful navy in the world.

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Waiting at the Ferry Gate 


TTE DIDN’T PRESS THE ISSUE, knowing how 
TT the wind blows at Ottawa, but Premier David 
Barrett raised the question of federal subsidy for 
the provincial government operated B.C. Ferries 
at the western opportunities conference at Calgary. 
His argument that the service is an extension of 
the Trans-Canada Highway paid for jointly by the 
national and provincial governments was ignored, 
as wa£ Transport Minister Robert Strachan’s con¬ 
tribution that a ferry is a moveable highway. 

To a bridgeless Vancouver Island, the argu¬ 
ment certainly holds water. But to Ottawa? For¬ 
get it. The federal policy, as pointed out by Prime 
Minister Trudeau, is to assist only those ferry ser¬ 
vices that link separate provinces. And that’s that. 

Does it have to be, though? Can’t the policy 
be changed? Premier Barrett obviously doesn’t 
hold out any hope in this regard with his light¬ 
hearted treatment of the topic. But perhaps he 
was trying a thin-edge-of-the-vvedge play in his “It 
isn’t the amount of money. It’s a symbol.” 

It should be the amount of the money. The 
ferry service between Vancouver Island and the 
mainland is inadequate, at least during summer¬ 
time, with it not being able to handle the traffic 
without long waits at peak periods. 

The current situation has been aggravated by 
labor problems. But before the engine room em¬ 
ployees went on their work-to-rule slow-down, de¬ 
lays were being experienced in the service because 
of heavy traffic alone. 


Having to wait an extra hour for space on a 
ferry isn’t all that bad; but two, three, four and 
more hours of heel-cooling is not unusual on week¬ 
ends at this time of the year. And that is bad. It 
has long been an annual headache in the tourist 
months of July and August, and it is going to get 
worse the way ferry traffic is increasing. 

The growth is quite phenomenal. Statistics in 
provincial highways department reports show a 
surge between 1968-69 and 1971-72 of ferry-choking 
proportions: there was an increase in the number 
of care carried on the Swartz Bay-Tsawwassen and 
Nanaima- Horseshoe Bay runs of 387,121, from 
906,876 to 1,293,997. That doesn’t include trucks, 
buses, mobile homes and trailers—only care. The 
number of trucks carried went from 140,810 to 
202,623; buses, from 25,406 to 28,225; mobile homes 
and trailers, from 51,949 to 119,496. And then, of 
course, there are the people. In 1968-69 the ferries 
on the two Island-to-mainland runs carried 3,318,- 
654 passengers, and in 1971-72 there were 4,565,223. 

Ferries have been enlarged; and terminal 
facilities have been stretched as well; both to the 
point where the only answer for immediate relief 
would be in the setting up of a third run, possibly 
from a point somewhere between Victoria and 
Nanaimo. 

Transport ■‘Minister Strachan sees this as the 
only way out, and it is a safe bet he doesn’t look 
upon federal government participation in building 
more “moveable highway” as the “symbol” that 
Premier Barrett mentioned. 


Eighty Thousand Lost Jobs 


W HY THE REPORTING of what would appear 
to be a drop-in-the-bucket number of layoffs 
by the Boeing Company at Seattle as the wire ser¬ 
vices did the other day? Fifty lost jobs from a 
payroll that has gone as high as 142,700 can hardly 
be considered significant. But, because Victoria’s 
neighbor to the south is so dependent on the air¬ 
craft giant for its livelihood anything that happens 
at Boeing is important. 

Much more than 50 people being thrown out 
of work is involved, too. The layoffs are the result 
of a recent air force decision to cut back a sub¬ 
sonic decoy missile program which means the loss 
of a $43.4 million contract for the company, and 
a reduction in another $66.5 million job being done 
for the government. Thi& kind of money means 
many others will be affected. 

Seattle has good reason to feel uneasy with 
the extreme depression it experienced following 
cancellation of the SST program coupled with a 
slowing down of aerospace programming. 

That was just two years ago. Boeing’s total 
wage bill was cut in half from its $1,411 million 
high of 1968 to $771 million in 1971. There were 
something like 80,000 fewer jobs. 

It was at this point the company decided to 
diversify its operation. It set a target of securing 
a third of its sales outside of aircraft and space 
production for a 10-year period. This has since 
been pared back to one-quarter because of a pickup 
in aerospace activity that had not been expected. 

The diversification is interesting. Boeing has 
gone into some strange business territory. It is 


raising cattle and alfalfa, turning the sea into drink¬ 
ing water, selling scramblers for police radios and 
building those sea-skimming stilt-boats, the hydro¬ 
foil. 

Its farming ventures are more a matter of acci¬ 
dent than design. In 1963 Boeing signed a 77-year 
lease with the state of Oregon for 100,000 acres of 
land for use as a test site for rocket and jet engines. 
When the need for this went by the board, about 
half the acreage was placed under irrigation for 
crops and grazing. 

The company is experimenting, too, with mar¬ 
keting of portable asphalt plants, and of a “com¬ 
puterized electro-optical system” which takes 
photographs of a car, its licence number and its 
driver when the vehicle exceeds the speed limit. 
And it has stepped back into the recent past in con¬ 
tracting to build 150 street care for Boston and 80 
for San Francisco; and into the near future in de¬ 
veloping a rapid transport system, a “horizontal 
elevator” with small care on tracks which operate 
like lifts only along the ground, for the city of 
Morgantown in West Virginia. 

But Boeing continues eyeing the sky. Here is 
fits main reason for existence. Aircraft and related 
production are still bringing in the lion’s share of 
earnings which are expected to reach $50 million 
this year from $30.4 in 1972. The hope has been, 
also, that the number of employees will reach 75,000 
from 64,000 last year. So any layoffs, no matter 
how few, are given worried attention. Seattle is 
gun-shy. 


Washington Calling 


Ineptness Shown in Puzzlement 


With food prices certain to 
rise and no assurance that 
shortages will not persist even 
as Phase 4 is trundled on 
stage and the disaster of 
Phase 3 is thrown out, the 
men responsible for the pre¬ 
dicament are still in charge. 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
L. Butz continues to preside 
over his empire with its 95.000 
employees and far-reaching 
controls over food resources. 

★ ★ ★ 

Butz engineered the sale to 
the Soviet Union last year of 
20 million tons of grain. Half 
of that sale, or roughly 440 
million bushels, was wheat 
with the price subsidized by 
the American taxpayer. As a 
minor sideshow alongside Wa¬ 
tergate, political charges and 
countercharges have never 
ceased to rain down over that 
deal. 

Sen. Henry M. (Scoop) 
Jackson’s investigation sub¬ 
committee is currently look¬ 
ing Into the whole matter. The 
hope is to determine whether 
Uncle Sam got royally r<x>ked 
in the deal, what it cost the 
taxpayer, and how much die 
big grain companies profited. 

In the initial phase of the 
grain deal Butz dealt with his 
opposite Soviet number, Vla-

dimir V. Matskevich. They 
handle these matters rather 
differently in the Soviet 
Union. Matskevich was 
abruptly dumped and, accord¬ 
ing to one report, is now serv¬ 
ing in a minor post In Siberia. 

The reason was not the 
deal, since that was obviously 
to the advantage of the Sovi¬ 
ets. Matskevich had made di¬ 
sastrously wrong forecasts 
about agricultural production 
last year and this put Moscow 
up against the necessity of 
foreign purchases made with 
scarce foreign exchange. The 
Export Service in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture is cur¬ 
rently anticipating sales out 
of the 1973-74 crop of 128 mil¬ 
lion bushels of wheat to the 
Soviet Union and 59.8 million 
ito the People’s Republic of 
China.

For at least a year and a 
half, when it w'as obvious that 
a policy of high prices and 
scarce production had to be 
abandoned, Butz clung to the 
old formulas. He failed to 
take the steps essential to 
open the range to more cattle. 
He made no move to open Idle 


acres to production. If it had 
not been for action by 
Congress, the old subsidy sys¬ 
tem — paying farmers for not 
planting, and in many in¬ 
stances large.factory farmers 
— would still be in effect. 

★ ★ ★ 

Whether Butz can make up 
for the lost time and compen¬ 
sate for these errors of judg¬ 
ment is questionable, since he 
is so steeped in the psycholo¬ 
gy of scarcity and the protec¬ 
tion of a narrow farm constit¬ 
uency represented by the 
American Farm Bureau Fed¬ 
eration. High food prices and 
threatened shortages turn off 
the average citizen, who may 
have little or no interest in 
politics as such for whom Wa¬ 
tergate is a minor distraction. 

This administration not only 
makes mistakes, as all ad¬ 
ministrations do, but it boasts 
about them as though they 
were triumphs. To hear the 
designer of Phase 3 claim it 
was a success is astonishing.

In the groves of Academe 
Dr. Friedman can spin con¬ 
vincing theories.

By every indicator, from 
the slaughter of the chicks to 
the scarcity on supermarket 
shelves, Phase 3 was a fail¬ 
ure.

In the Middle Epst 


A time-bomb is ticking 
away in the Miiddle East, 
which is the world’s most 
dangerous area. The Middle 
East contains the dispos¬ 
sessed Palestinian Arabs, 
their Arab kinsmen whera 
countries extend from tfie 
Persian Gulf to the Atlantic, 
the Israelis, and the planet’s 
largest proved reserves of 
mineral oil. Except for Iran, 
the countries containing these 
oil reserves are all Arab. 

The most effective measure 
would be to make the greatest 
practicable amends to the 
Palestinian Arabs. Jews and 
Arabs can each argue that 
they have an historical right 
to the possession of Palestine, 
but tiie terms of this debate 
condemn it to be interminable 
and inconclusive. 

In the territory included in 
Israel within the pre-1967 ar¬ 
mistice lines, about 90 per 
cent of the population were 
Arabs before the First World 
War. Since 1948 most of these 
Arabs have been destitute ref¬ 
ugees living in camps on the 
non-Israeli side of the pre4967 
armistice lines. They did 
nothing to bring this calamity 
on themselves. The minimum 
requirement of justice is that, 
if they continue to be prevent¬ 
ed from returning home and 
recovering their possessions, 
they should be given equitable 
compensation. At present the 
Palestinian Arab refugees 
have nothing to look forward 
to. Human beings who are de¬ 
prived of hope run amok. 
They have nothing of their 
own left to lose so, like Sam¬ 
son, they may pull down the 
pillar to crush the Israelis as 
well as themselves if they get 
the chance. This is the 
present state of mind of the 
Palestinian Arab guerrillas. 
They have little chance of re¬ 
covering their homeland by 
force of arms, but they do 
have a chance of precipitating 
a nuclear third world war.

We are astonished that

This does not mean that En¬ 
glish, mathematics, physical 
i or arts should be ig¬ 
nored.

If we hesitate too long about 
what emphasis to place on the 
teaching of our own language, 
we will condemn it to a death 
anticipated by the scribblings 
of our students. French must 
have priority and nothing 
less. 


Obviously the yearning to 
retain the whole of Jerusalem 
is a very potent sentiment for 
Zionists. Are the Israelis pre¬ 
pared to satisfy this sentiment 
at the cost of a continuing 
state of war? The answer 
may be "yes,” for pioneer 
Ashkenazi settlers of Mrs. 
Meir’s generation. But what is 
the answer of the rising gen¬ 
eration of Israelis—especially 
those born and bred in Israel, 
who are Sephardim, i.e. de¬ 
scendants of ex-Arabic-speak- 
ing Jewish migrants from 
Arab countries? 

As for the Israeli general 
staffs strategic arguments, 
these have been put out of 
date long ago by the evolution 
of military technology. The 
west bank of the Jordan and 
the east bank of the Suez 
Canal would be desirable 
"natural frontiers’ if we were 
still living in the age of Louis 
XIV. But, if Israel were ever 
to be subjected to a lethal at¬ 
tack this would not be made 
by ground troops attempting 
to cross the two water-lines. 
It would most probably be 
made by rockets launched 
from somewhere in the An¬ 
tipodes, or possibly by long- 
range Phantom bombers (now 
supplied by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to Saudi Arabia and to 
Kuwait, as well as to Israel.) 

Israel’s security — or Inse¬ 
curity — depends not on the 
nature of the terrain otf her 
geographical frontiers, but on 
her political relations with the 
Arabs and with the super¬ 
powers. 

Israeli "hawks” and Pales¬ 
tinian Arab guerrillas are not 
the only explosive elements in 
the Middle East; so, too, are 
the reserves of mineral oil. 
We are living in an age in 
which human technological In¬ 
genuity has made it possible to 
exhaust the natural resources 
of our planet on which man¬ 
kind is dependent for its sur¬ 
vival. 

★ ★ ★ 

In each of the 170 local sov¬ 
ereign states on the surface of 
this planet, people of all in¬ 
come groups and all social 
classes are now demanding 
annual increments of econom¬ 
ic "growth,” meaning an an¬ 
nual increase of each individ¬ 
ual’s real income, as well as 
of his country’s gross national 
product. There is no sign that 
this unlimited demand is 
going to abate, though it is 
certain that there is a limit to 
the planet’s natural re¬ 
sources. 

Some of the Indispensable 
ones will nave been exhausted 

within the lifetimes of the 
people who are already alive. 

The scramble for our habi¬ 
tat’s rapidly dwindling natu¬ 
ral wealth has already begun. 
The North Sea heu recently 
been partitioned peacefully, 
as Africa was in the 19th cen¬ 
tury. But a "cod war” is now 
being fought around Iceland. 


Is an oil war going to be 
fought for the command of 
the odl-rich lands around the 
Persian Gulf? In a recent 
speech in the Senate at Wash¬ 
ington, the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, Senator Fulbright, 
gave a warning that if oil-rich 
Arab states boycotted oil for 
the United States in retalia¬ 
tion for her support of Israel, 
America might be tempted to 
conquer such states by proxy. 
He spoke of their relative mil¬ 
itary impotence and of "mili¬ 
tarily potent surrogates” 
being available, naming 
Israel and Iran. 

Short of imposing a political 
boycott, the consortium Of 
Middle Eastern oil producers, 
which includes Iran as well as 
some Arab states, is certain 
to raise its price as the re¬ 
serves of ail dwindle. The 
American people are cons¬ 
cious of an energy crisis. Sup¬ 
pose their cars are halted and 
the heating and air-condition¬ 
ing of their homes is made 
impossible. Is it then going to 
be the Americans’ turn to run 
amok? 

This is not inconceivable. 
The Americans and all the 


other so-called "advanced” 
peoples in the r present-day 
world have taken a perpetual 
increase of material wealth to 
ibe the paramount object of 
life and the ultimate test of 
success. Since we live in a 
materially finite habitat, our 
now boundless material greed 
has set us on a collision 
course with nature. If we ref¬ 
use to change our objective, 
we are likely to destroy our¬ 
selves by fighting each other 
to the death for snatching the 
last dregs of our habitat’s nat¬ 
ural resources, before we 
have finished using these up.

This would be an inglorious 
end for the human race, but it 
might be nature’s way of get¬ 
ting rid of us. She has already 
got rid of the dinosaurs and 
other species that have made 
a nuisance of themselves, as 
mankind is doing today. 

The Middle East time-bomb 
cannot be de-fused without a 
change of heart, and the Mid¬ 
dle Easterners are not the 
only peoples who are called 
upon to perform this agoniz¬ 
ing spiritual feat. The Israelis 
and Arabs need to renounce 
their pugnacity; the Western¬ 
ers, Russians and Japanese 
need to renounce their greed. 
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Swiss Re-Map 
The Outer World

The Swiss have reorganized 
their Ministry of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs in a significant way. A 
division based on East and 
West in the ideological sense 
has been replaced by one 
founded on North and South. 
All Europe has now been 
gathered under one head, to¬ 
gether with America. 

This means that in Swiss 
eyes the principal frontier Is 
not so much one between 
Communist and non - Com¬ 
munist countries, as between 
the industrialized and the 
under-developed worlds. 

Since Switzerland is a neu-’ 
tral country in the real sense 
of the word, this change is of 


rather more than local inter¬ 
est. It may in all fairness be 
said that in foreign affairs the 
Swiss are innocent of political 
judgments. Their actions are 
dispassionate and pragmatic. 
The reorganization of the 
ministry they call their Politi¬ 
cal Department suggests a 
genuine and profound change 
in the European climate. 

The obvious deduction Is 
that detente between East and 
West is no longer taken to be 
simply a form of rhetoric. It 
contains sufficient reality to 
affect the conduct of a small 
country that'is compelled to 
balance among the cross-cur¬ 
rents of the world. 


Within the Political Depart¬ 
ment, therefore, Europe has 
been reunified. This does not 
mean that the Swiss, stem Al¬ 
pine realists, have succumbed 
overnight to gullibility. But 
much has changed. The exten¬ 
sion of the European Common 
Market with the entry of Bri¬ 
tain, Denmark and Ireland 
has eroded barriers within 
Western Europe, while the 
rapprochement of the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
has rusted away the edges of 
the Iron Curtain. M 

Consequently, the Internal 
workings of the Political De¬ 


partment began to be fraught 
with complexity. Old divisions 
of work were hard to sustain. 
Responsibility was not easy to 
define. Within Europe, for ex¬ 
ample, It was difficult to de¬ 
cide whether Finland was the 
business of the Eastern or 
Western divisions. The same 
was true of the Middle East. 
Indeed, from the Swiss point 
of view, the main commercial 
and diplomatic problems now 
lay geographically to the 
South. As a result, the Politi¬ 
cal Department’s reorganiza¬ 
tion may be said to have been 
unavoidable. 


What the department seems 
to be implying by its change 
is that the inhabitants of the 
northern, temperate zone 
have a certain community of 
interest as compared with the 
rest of the world. It is not 
only the difference between 
the industrialized countries 
and the underdeveloped, but 
between Asia and Europe.

belongs to ifche division that 
also deals with the Third 
World. Historically, there is 
something to justify this view¬ 
point. 

However, the Swiss are not 
trying to replace one confron¬ 
tation with another. The reor-

tion of changes taking place 
in the world. The issues to be 
settled with the industrial 
states of the North are tiif- 
ferent from those involved 
with the under-developed and 
even advanced countries of 
the South.

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Apartheid 
Patchwork 
Can’t Work

Grand apartheid is in ruins. 
Hie vision of the late phiio- 
■opher-premier, Hendrik Ver- 
woerd, of a white, pure South 
African heartland ringed by a 
periphery of minor indepen¬ 
dent black states will, it 
seems, forever remain a 
dream: 

TTiis is hardly surprising; 
never at any time was the 
ideal really attainable as orig¬ 
inally conceived. It has failed 
finally because white South 
Africa has found it is unable 
to make the sacrifices re¬ 
quired to convert fantasy into 
reality. 

If any line has to be drawn 
to mark the failure, it is the 
day a few weeks ago that the 
South African government 
pushed through parliament its 
plans for the “consolidation” 
of the scattered black home¬ 
lands and declared it would 
not grant them another cen¬ 
timetre of land. 

In the process of consoli¬ 


dation, the bribal Bantustans 
will grow by the addition of 
1.1 million hectares of white- 
owned land and 
tares of state-owned 
the whole undertaking is 
more complex than the simple 
addition of white and state 
land to the Bantustans. 

Between 132,000 and 460,000 
blacks (no one seems really 
to know for certain) will be 
uprooted and resettled else¬ 
where as hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of hectares are excized 
from the homelands and ul-' 
timately sold to whites; and 
an unknown (but lesser) 
number of whites will be 
forced to move as millions of 
hectares of their land is 
bought or expropriated and 
handed over to the Bantus¬ 
tans. 

The intention of this black 
and white “great trek” (sepa¬ 
rate, of course) is to tidy up 
the fragmented homelands. 
This, to a certain extent, will 
be achieved. Kwa Zulu, for 
example, will be reduced 
from 188 bits and pieces to 
about 10.

Promise Fulfilled 


It will also fulfil the under¬ 
taking the Hertzog govern¬ 
ment gave with the 1936 Na¬ 
tive Trust and Land Act 
when, to compensate blacks 
for their franchise loss on re¬ 
moval from the common roll, 
it reserved solely for their llsc 
the land they were occupying 
and pledged to add another 
6.2 million hectares. 

And, as far as the govern¬ 
ment is concerned, it will 
complete territorial aparth¬ 
eid. The only thing remaining 
will be for the Bantustans to 
take their sovereign indepen¬ 
dence when they feel they are 
ready. 

The task is probably the 
biggest the government has 
tackled in its entire apartheid 
program. It cannot even 
guess how much the whole 
process will cost or how long 
it will take, but unofficial es¬ 
timates run into hundreds of 
millions of rands and 20 - 25 
years. 

Huge as it is, though, it is 
merely a token gesture to¬ 
wards fulfilling what would be 
physically possible and moral¬ 
ly justifiable. 

The Bantustan leaders are 
not at all impressed. Six of 
the eight have laid claim to 
vast tracts of land and white 
ports and towns over and 


above that which the govern¬ 
ment is prepared to grant. 
What they are getting 
amounts to little more than 
patchwork apartheid which 
affords no effective consoli¬ 
dation as a basis for sover¬ 
eign or economic viability. 

Now they too are beginning 
to say what opponents of 
apartheid have been saying 
for years; Separate develop¬ 
ment won’t work. 

Pioneer Bantustan leader 
Kaiser Matanzima. of the 
Transkei, and Zulu leader 
Gatsha Buthelezi have gone 
even further. Refusing to take 
independence on the govern¬ 
ment’s terms, they have de¬ 
clared apartheid is failing and 
that the only alternative is 
complete equality. 

Between them Buthelezi and 
Matanzima are the effectual 
leaders of eight million Zulus 
and Xhosas — half South Afri¬ 
ca’s black population. Their 
stand alone, therefore, is 
enough to wreck apartheid. 

The homeland leaders’ 
main objections are that they 
were not consulted about the 
division of land and that the 
1936 Trust and Land Act is not 
a fair basis for distribution 
since it was drawn up 23 
years before Verwoerd enun¬ 
ciated Bantustan policy. 


Leaders Frustrated 


Buthelezi gave vent to the 
frustrations of black leaders 
across the country when he 
labelled as “nonsensical” a 
scheme which would leave 
his country of four million 
people without a port or ma¬ 
jor town and in 10 pieces. 

“It is not possible to rule a 
land like that”, he says. The 
government had “blatantly ig¬ 
nored” the wishes of the Zulu 
people on the issue. 

The magnitude of the eco¬ 
nomic problems in the home¬ 
lands is even greater than the 
politiical and administrative 
difficulties of ruling a frag¬ 
mented land. 

It has been estimated that 
85,000 new jobs a year are 
needed at the moment if the 
homelands are to absorb their 
natural increase in popula¬ 
tion. And 181,000 are necessary 
if the black population in the 
cities is to be reduced by five 
per cent a year. 

In stark contrast, a mere 
85,000 additional jobs have 
been created in the past 11 
years in spite of vigorous ef¬ 
forts by the government. 

Ganzankulu leader Hudson 
Ntsanwisi has declared that 
blacks will never be satisfied 
with the division of land until 
the government recognized 
that South Africa is a country 
of 15 million blacks and four 
million whites. 

This would mean handing 


over three quarters of the 
country which the National 
Party administration could no 
more do than accept a black 
man as premier. It is fully 
aware how difficult it will be 
to implement its own limited 
(in comparison) proposals. 

There is, quite naturally, 
strong resistance from both 
whites and blacks to being 
moved from homes their fam¬ 
ilies may have occupied for 
generations. If tens of thou¬ 
sands more whites are told 
they w-ill have to move or 
face the prospect of rule by a 
black government, the elec¬ 
toral backlash will almost 
certainly sweep the govern¬ 
ment from power. 

The deadlock thus is com¬ 
plete. And it will take a shift 
in white attitudes to break it. 
No longer can the white man 
alone order the destiny of 
South Africa; the voice of the 
black man must be heard. 

It is in fact the blacks -- 
Matanzima and Buthelezi — 
who have spawned the germ 
which could lead to a new 
South African dispensation. 

In their call for substan¬ 
tially enlarged and properly 
consolidated Bantustans, they 
see as an ideal a confedera¬ 
tion of Black southern African 
states to coordinate and 
direct the aspirations of Afri¬ 
cans. 


Whites Welcomed 


They also conceded — un¬ 
like the government — the 
im practicality of uprooting 
and resettling hundreds of 
thousands of people and so 
welcomed resident whites to 
remain on in their proposed 
black states. 

The federation plan has 
been backed by four other 
Bantustan leaders, Ntsanwisi, 
Lucas Mangope of Baphutats- 
wana, Cedric Phatudi of Leob- 
wa and Lennox Sebe of the 
Ciskei. 

Federation is also the con¬ 
cept of which more and more 
enlightened wliite thinking is 
beginning to converge. 

The theme in one form or 
another is common to the po¬ 
licies of the United Party (the 
major opposition group) and 
the Progressive Party. And it 
- is the subject of increasingly 


earnest discussions in enlight¬ 
ened Nationalist quarters as it 
is realized at last that separ¬ 
ate development can never be 
fully implemented and cannot 
hope to solve or even alleviate 
the race problem. 

If the Bantustans were, as

“The longer I’m here the 
more the president will like 
Haig and dislike me.’’ 

That blunt comment about 
President Nixon’s chief of 
staff, Alexander Haig, was 
made to Peter Lisagor of the 
Chicago Daily News by Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s chief political 
counselor, Melvin Laird. In 
manifold ways it announces 
the crazily divided character 
of the post-Watergate White 
House. 

The basic fact is that Wa¬ 
tergate has severely eroded 
Nixon’s personal authority. As 
Laird’s crack indicates, in- 
dej>endent men all over the 
government are now ventur¬ 
ing forth on their own. The 
result is a battle royal inside 
the White House. 

★ ★ ★ 

One group of advisers, 
centring arounji Laird, is dis¬ 
posed to bend the president in 
the direction of accommo¬ 
dation to the rest of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Another group, including 
the old advisers and centring 
now around Gen. Haig, is try¬ 
ing to reassert Nixon’s merest 
whims over the government. 
The clash between the two ap¬ 
proaches has surfaced in sev¬ 
eral important episodes. 

The first example of this 
division showed up on the 
matter of a deadline to end 
American bombing in Cam¬ 
bodia. Laird was sensitive to 
congressional pressure for a 
cut-off date. He negotiated

single, coherent units for fed¬ 
eral administrative purposes 
wnthout moving the people, 
the concept could command 
the support of the vast major¬ 
ity of people — certainly far 
more than apartheid enjoys 
the support of. 

The important thing is that 
this support would span the 
color line, extending far into 
both the white and black 
sectors of the population. No 
other political order advocat¬ 
ed in South Africa has lK»cn 
able to offer this to anything 
like the same extent. 

The predicament of the 
Bantustan leaders is that, 
power being the essence of 
politics, they have little power. 

Whites have — if they are 
lucky — just one chance left 
to come to terms with the 
realities of the South African 
situation. 


Post-Watergate White House Divided 


West Berliners 
Fear Sellout 
To Communists 

By ALAN DEAN, from West Berlin 

The name of 17-year-old Ingrid Brueckmann is on the lips 
of every West Berliner. The teenage student nurse fled to 
West Berlin last October from East Germany. Within days of 
the East-West German treaty being signed on June 20th, she 
was told by a court here that she was to be handed back, the 
first refugee to be sent back to the communist sector since 
the Berlin Wall was built 12 years ago. 

Ingrid faces a murder charge in East Berlin and commu¬ 
nist authorities say she will be jailed for 10 years. In the west 
the charge would be one of manslaughter; she admits to 
killing her father after he raped her and beat her with a bicy¬ 
cle chain, and no jury would ask for such a harsh sentence. 

The way West Berliners look at it, the girl is a pawn in 
Willy Brandt’s Ostpolitik. And they agree wholeheartedly with 
Christian-Democra't Heinrich Lummer who accuses West 
German officials of bowing tp a system that “continuously 
stamps on civil and human rights.’’ 

★ ★ ★ 

West Berlin has been in a state of nerves since the East- 
West German treaty was ratified. The general feeling is that 
the tiny enclave of West Berlin, situated within East Ger¬ 
many, will come under even more pressure from the commu¬ 
nist regime across the wall. And there are fears that the 
Bonn administration will eventually sell out the western half 
of the divided city in return for more accommodation with 
the communists. 

This feeling was expressed during a bizarre banquet held 
here to commemorate the start of the Berlin blockade 25 
years ago. 

Prosperous West Berliners, and there is no shortage of 
them here, gathered in the Gehrhus Castle to dine on a meal 
like those served in the months when the city was isolated by 
the Russians and supplied only by American and British 
aircraft. 

Over a main course of “enchanted rolls” — mainly pan¬ 
fried flour, a little grease and even less chopped meat, ac¬ 
companied by evaporated potato meal and red beets — 
served by candlelight, the gathering expressed its mistrust of 
the current Bonn government. 

★ ★ ★ 

The present East German leader, Erich Honnccker, It 
was pointed out, was the man who supervised all the tech¬ 
nical arrangements for building the Berlin Wall in 1961 with 
the object of isolating the population of East Germany from 
western influence. 

At no time in the Bonn-East Berlin negotiations was there 
any talk of pulling down the booby-trapped wall. 

And as the treaty was being drawn up, the East Germans 
were busy installing more sophisticated mantraps along the 
border. 

The East German citizens are aware that the treaty in¬ 
validates the preamble to the West German basic law which 
states: “The entire German people are called upon to achieve 
in free self-determination the unity and freedom of Ger¬ 
many:” 

Two days after the treaty was signed, two despondent 
East German border guards tried to flee to the West. One 
was killed when he stepped on a mine. His companion was 
shot by other soldiers who tried to prevent the freedom dash. 

★ ★ ★ 

Another East German was luckier. A champion glider 
pilot, Udo Elke, changed his course during the East German 
gliding championships at Neustadt Glewe, close to the West 
German frontier, and landed a free man in a turnip field at 
Soest, Westphalia.

But the president kicked at j 
the idea of any deadline. Haig 
and Henry Kissinger, the 
chief national security ad¬ 
viser, back Nixon up._ 

The White House made a 
special effort in the congress 
to do away with the 
The congress, enraged, 
forced agreements on an Aug. 
15 deadline which applied to 
all of Indochina, not just 
Camibodia. 

★ ★ ★ 

Phase IV of the program 
for meeting inflation provides 
still another example. Econo¬ 
mists in the federal reserve 
board and other parts of gov¬ 
ernment favored some tax ac¬ 
tion to sop up purchasing 
power and make price con¬ 
trols more workable. Laird 
was disposed to push that ap¬ 
proach in the White .House. 

But he never really got a 
chance. Secretary of the Trea¬ 
sury George Shultz and Herb 
Stein of the Cbuncil of Eco¬ 
nomic Advisers were cool to 
major new departures. 

At one point, briefing of the 
president was done by the 
man least disposed to rock 
the boat —■ H$ug. 

The predictable result was 
a weak program totally in 
line with the president’s ideo¬ 
logical prejudice against new 
taxes and confrols. 

★ ★ ★ 

The slanging match that 
now rocks the administration 
can obviously not continue for 
very long. Something will 
have to give, and the odds are 
that Laird will probably be 
forced out in the near future. 

But the odds are not long. 
For Laird cannot be shoved 
out easily. If he goes he will 
go in a way that could easily 
push the president even fur¬ 
ther down the road to im¬ 
peachment. 

★ ★ ★ 

Whatever happens to Laird, 
moreover, the latest scrapes 


underline a continuing point 
about the Nixon White House. 

Bob Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman, the departed 
aides so much scorned now, 


are not the ultimate villians 
of the piece. 

It was not their paranoia, 
their contempt for others, 
their insistence on 300 per 


cent loyalty to total presiden¬ 
tial prerogative which led to 
Watergate. They only did 
what Richard Nixon wanted 
them to do. 

They are gone, but the pres¬ 
ident is developing the same 
quantities in the new staff 
toeing built up around Haig.

TORONTO (CP) — The 
Canadian Development Cor¬ 
poration’s tender for shares of 
Texas gulf Inc. revives mem¬ 
ories of one of the wildest 
penny mining share booms in 
Canada’s history.

Britain 

Gets 

Tough 


LONDON (AP) — The Brit¬ 
ish government vowed 
Wednesday to clean up trig 
business and unvieled legisla¬ 
tion to crack down on secret 
takeover deals. 

The bill is designed to re¬ 
move the stains from Bri¬ 
tain’s financial and commer¬ 
cial system, long considered 
one of the most honest in the 
(world, following disclosures of 
sharp dealings and corruption 
in the last few months. 

Prime (Minister Edward 
Heath branded these occur¬ 
rences “the unpleasant and 
unacceptable face of capital¬ 
ism.” The shock disclosures 
shook Britain’s business world 
and triggered a public outcry 
for reform. 

The Companies Bill lays 
down a new set of stringent 
rules for businessmen and 
proposed forcing executives 
who buy and sell shares in 
their own companies to come 
clean “within the shortest 
practicable period.” 

It also proposes reforming 
company law by making vio¬ 
lations of the new code crimi¬ 
nal offences punishable by 
long jail terms for the worst 
of the “sharks.” 

That would mean “insider 
dealings.” stock transactions 
by speculators with inside 
knowledge not available to or¬ 
dinary investors would be ille¬ 
gal. 

This type of deal usually 
happens in takeover situations 
where stock is bought up by 
persons “in the know” before 
the bid becomes public knowl¬ 
edge and forces share prices 
up on the market. 

Another part of the legisla¬ 
tion seeks to stamp out is the 
under-the-table acquisition of 
shares in a company that 
usually i$ associated with se¬ 
cret takeover moves. 

More often than not. busi¬ 
ness sources stressed, this 
sort of stealthy buying by 
groups of get-rich-quick oper¬ 
ators leaves the concern they 
have ganged up on little 
chance to resist a takeover. 

To end this, the government 
proposed reducing the 
“threshold stake” that can be 
held by any one person or 
group without declaring it 
publicly to five per cent. At 
present, shareholders are only 
obliged to announce their 
stake when their holdings 
reach 10 per cent.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Most Americans questioried In a 
Louis Harris public opinion poll released Wednesday believe 
President Nixon should supply the senate Watergate commit 
tee with documents and testimony on the Watergate scandal. 

The poll showed that of 1,485 homes canvassed, 51 per 
cent believed Nixon was “more wrong than right” in refusing 
to testify’ and 37 per cent considered him “more right than 
wrong.” 

By an even larger margin, 80 per cent to 30 per cent, 
those questioned believed Nixon was wrong In refusing to 
turn over documents and tape recordings dealing with the 
Watergate Incident. 

The poll also found 59 per cent believed Nixon knew 
about the Watergate eoverup, compared to 24 per cent who 
did not think so. and 42 per cent believe he had prior knowl¬ 
edge of the break in while 40 per cent did not think so.

Hamburger King 
Fudging Meat? 


MINEOLOA, N.Y. (UPI) — 
In its advertising, McDonald 
Corp. says it provides a 
quarter poumi of meat in its 
“quarter-pounder” ham¬ 

burgers. 

“McDonald makes a big 
pitch about a full four ounces 
of meat,” Nassau County Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Commissioner 
James Picken said Tuesday. 
"Let them give an honest four 
ounces or else call their ham¬ 
burgers the “not quite a 
quarter pounder.” 

With that, Picken an¬ 
nounced that his inspectors 
had checked more than 150 
McDonald hamburgers at the 


company’s outlets in the 
county and found the product 
did not measure up to the ad¬ 
vertising. 

The hamburgers, he said, 
averaged 3 and seven-eights 
ounces, and some were one- 
quarter ounce underweight. 

”A quarter of an opunce 
may not seem like much,” 
Picken said. “But multiply it 
by the billions of hamburgers 
McDonald’s sells, and it 
amounts to plenty.” 

The firm was charged with 
eight counts of false advertis¬ 
ing. If convicted, it could be 
fined a maximum of $40,000.

In the Capitol, across Con¬ 
stitution Avenue from the site 
of the senate hearing, debate 
began on a comprehensive 
campaign reform bill 
spawned by Watergate. More 
than a dozen liberals of both 
parties proposed that tax¬ 
payers’ money finance can- 
didates’ campaigns for 
Congress and the presidency 
to “end the pervasively insidi¬ 
ous influence of big money.” 
Such plans have been rejected 
by Congress in the past. 

Ehrlichman, in his testimo-' 1 
ny, said Nixon made clear in 


July, 1972, the month follow¬ 
ing the Watergate arrests, 
that clemency was not to be 
assured the defendants. 

Dean testified a month ago 
that on Jan. 3. 1973, Charles 
Colson, then a presidential ad¬ 
viser, came to him and Ehr- 
lichman “extremely shaken” 
about his old friend E. How¬ 
ard Hunt, who was about to 
go on trial.

pugnacious regimes. 

The long ordeal of the pas¬ 
sengers and crew aboard a 
Japanese jumbo jet was that 
sort of display. While the affi¬ 
liation, if any, of the air 
pirates was not made clear, it, 
was noteworthy that no capi¬ 
tal in the turbulent Arab East 
wanted them. 

Iraq denied them permis¬ 
sion to land. Other Arab coun¬ 
tries closed their airports to 


them. Libya let them land, 
but arrested them after they 
evacuated the doomed plane. 
The Libyan government said 
Wednesday it will try the hi¬ 
jackers. 

Communist Cuba long ago 
found the epidemic of air 
piracies an embarrassing nui¬ 
sance. Thus it was possible to 
bring about an agreement on 
how to deal with that particu¬ 
lar problem. 

In the case of the pirated 
Japanese jetliner, militant 
Palestine Arab oi'ganizations 
were quick to disown the hi¬ 
jackers. Guerrilla leaders 
quoted in Lebanon called the 
episode “far from the morali¬ 
ty of the revolution.” The four

Global College Opens Doors in ’74 


ISichol: governors' chairman

An exciting concept of edu¬ 
cation, world community and 
public service was outlined 
Wednesday for the Lester B. 
Pearson College of the Paci¬ 
fic, due to open at Pedder Bay 
in September, 1974. 

Site development for the $.1 
million co-educational "vil¬ 
lage” will start next month on 
75 acres of rugged coastline 
on Juan de Fuca Strait 18 
miles west of Victoria, former 
Senator John Nichol, chair¬ 
man of the college’s board of 
governors, told a press con¬ 
ference at the Empress Hotel. 

The school will award an in¬ 
ternational baccalaureate 


earned by two years of study 
following Grade 11 by stu¬ 
dents from all over the world. 

"We feel that bringing to¬ 
gether students at this age 
will make a contribution to in¬ 
ternational understanding,” 
Nichol told the press confer¬ 
ence. "This is where we 
start.” 

He said the college will 
open next year with 100 stu¬ 
dents, expanding to 200 in 1975 
and growing to a maximum 
of 300 in five years. About 20 
per cent are expected to be 
from Canada, 50 per cent from 
other Pacific Rim countries 
including the U.S., China and 
Japan. 20 per cent European 
and 10 per cent from Africa 
and the Middle East. 

Jack Matthews, director of

the college and former head¬ 
master of Lakefleld College 
School near Peterborough, 
Ont., explained that the bac¬ 
calaureate earned by stCldens 
is a "world matriculation” 
that gives entrance to almost 
any university in the world. 

He outlined the academic 
curriculum — six subjects, in¬ 
cluding two languages, a 
Study of Man course, experi¬ 
mental sciences, mathematics 
and an optional course of 
arts, music, marine studies, 
additional math or a third 
language. 

The humanitarian services 
curriculujn will involve stu¬ 
dents in training teams with 
their local counterparts. 

"We like to choose activities 
that can be fun as well as 
being of service to the com¬ 
munity,” Matthews said. 

He gave as examples a sea 
rescue team and others for 
firefighting, skd patrols, un¬ 
derwater work, pollution con¬ 
trol and assistance to the 
deaf, the blind and the old. 

"We want to bring these 
people to the school and, in 
turn, we .want our students to 
go out into the community 
and become involved,” he 
said. 

He envisaged participation 
of his students in the sympho 
ny orchestra, choirs and other 
activities and of people in the 
community taking classes at 
Peddet; Bay in swimming, life¬ 
saving, art. pottery, drama 
and other subjects. 

He decried the over-use of 
visual aids and language labs 
in teaching. "It puts a ma¬ 
chine between the teacher and 
the student," he said. For 
him the ideal classroom 
would be a student on one end 


of a short bench with Aristotle 
on the other. 

The college will have study 
rooms with books and pic¬ 
tures and lots of comfortable 
chairs, he said. 

Already there have been 
almost 400 applications from 
prospective teachers, Matth¬ 
ews said, from heads of uni¬ 
versity departments, prin¬ 
cipals, from teachers in Ma¬ 
laya, Singapore, Japan, 
Europe and the U.S. 

The purchase of the Pedder 
Bay site was made possible 
through an anonymous gift of 
$200,000 and all funds are 
being sought privately, from 
business and industry, private 
citizens, organizations and 
charitable foundations. 

About half of the $3 million 
objective has been given or 
pledged this year. 

The college, which is con¬ 
sidered the premier memorial 
to Canada’s late prime min¬ 
ister, is the third in a network 
of United World Colleges de¬ 
signed to promote interna¬ 
tional understanding through 
education. The first — the 
United World College of the 
Atlantic — was established in 
1962 at Llantwitt Major in 
Wales. A second, the UWC of 
Southeast Asia, opened in Sin¬ 
gapore last year. The ul¬ 
timate plan is to have similar 
colleges in every major re¬ 
gion of the world. 

The late prime minister was 
the first honorary chairman 
of the Canadian national com¬ 
mittee of UWC farmed in 1963 
and his widow, Mrs. Maryon 
Pearson, is the present honor¬ 
ary chairman. 

The first scholarship to send 
a Canadian student to the col¬ 
lege was announced Wednes¬

day. It will be funded by Mrs. 
Pearson and will be given an¬ 
nually in the amount of $1,000 
for one student, man or 
woman, frbm the national 
capital area. 

The establishment of a 
$1,000 scholarship was ap¬ 
proved in principle Wednes¬ 
day by the Capital Regional 
Board. 

The government of the 
Northwest Territories has an¬ 
nounced it is offering two two- 
year scholarships a year for 
students from the Territories. 

Nichol stressed the need for 
an international scholarship 


system to support the college 
because, he said, students 
would be chosen "on the basis 
of their ability, not their eco¬ 
nomic background.” 

There are four Victorians 
on the board of governors — 
Mrs. Shirley Baker, manager 
of housing and conference ser¬ 
vices at the University of Vic¬ 
toria; Robert Hutchison, law¬ 
yer, who is secretary; An¬ 
drew Soles, superintendent of 
post secondary education for 
the province, and Richard 
Wilson, former chancellor of 
UVic and former mayor of 
Victoria. 


Lone Civilian Coped 
With Military Tasks

When John Erb joined B.C. 
civil defence 1 2 years ago, he 
was the only civilian on the 
staff of an organization com¬ 
posed exclusively of / retired 
military men. 

Main projects of civil de¬ 
fence at that time were build¬ 
ing nuclear bomb shelters 
throughout the province and 
organizing evacuation proce¬ 
dures for Vancouver in case 
of nuclear attack. 

And Erb had been given 
five years by the provincial 
government to completely 
change the organization’s 
image or it would be aban¬ 
doned. 

Today, on the eve of Erb’s 
retirement as provincial civil 
defence coordinator, at is a 
flourishing provincial depart¬ 
ment with a fulltime staff of 
43 and an annual budget of 
three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 

Ex-Officers 

No military titles are used 
in the office although some of 
the former colonels and 
majors remain on staff. 

And the main cpncerns are 
no longer the possibilities of 
war, but the problems of 
peace. 

The m$jor thrust of their 
planning is towards emer¬ 
gency procedures for peace¬ 
time disasters, such as tidal 
waves and earthquakes, not 
bombs and nuclear fallout. 

ISew Emphasis 

"The emphasis has been 
completely changed,” Erb 
said recently. He added it 
must cqfiimue "^to change if 
civil defence is to remain a 
relevant organization. 

For one thing, it must be¬ 
come mare involved in other 
emergencies, not just disas¬ 
ters. Oil spalls and other spills 
of chemicals and dangerous 
materials are the prime ex¬ 
ample of this, he said. 

Civil defence is in an ex¬ 
cellent position to co-ordinate 
efforts in any such emer¬ 
gency, and more use should 
be made of this, he said. 

Erb would also like to see 


more young people become in¬ 
volved in bivil defence work. 
“Young engineers, for exam¬ 
ple, who know about chemi¬ 
cals and oil and how to deal 
with them.” 

To complete its - image 
change, the name of the or¬ 
ganization will also have to be 
changed too, he said. The gov¬ 
ernment has already agreed 
to this, and has suggested 
Provincial Emergency Pro¬ 
gram — in fact, that’s what 
civil defence is listed as in 
this year’s budget. 

Breakfast Food 

But Erb thinks that is worse 
than keeping the old name. It 
shortens to P.E.P., "and who 
on earth wants to belong to an 
organization called P.E.P.? 
That’s .the name of a break- 
fas*. food.” 

He hopes a better name will 
be thought up either by some¬ 
one in the government or 
someone in civil defence it¬ 
self. 

But even with those 
changes still to be taken care 
at, Erb said lie thinks consid¬ 
erable improvements have 
been made during the past 
decade. 

Able To Cope 

"I think weT^ far better 
prepared to cope with any 
peacetime disaster than we 
were 10 years ago..I think we 
could handle it pretty well in 
almost any part of the prov¬ 
ince now." 

Much of this, he said, is 
because of the network of 
1 8,000 trained volunteers 
spread out into every B.C. 
community. Some have been 
trained in first aid, in emer¬ 
gency feeding and welfare, in 
light rescue, some in such 
specialized techniques as de¬ 
tecting radioactivity and res¬ 
cuing people from collapsed 
buildings. 

Many Helpers 

There never seems to be a 
shortage of volunteers for 
search and rescue operations 
these days, he said. In fact, 
often the problem is too many 
volunteers to conduct the 
most efficient search. 


Erb 

. . . retiring 

Land and bush searches are 
one of the most frequent uses 
of civil defence units on a 
day-to-day basis, he said. 

In recent years, however, 
the organization has also be¬ 
come involved in air and 
marine searches in a co-or¬ 
dinating rdle. Provincial civil 
defence headquarters works 
closely with the Pacific Res¬ 
cue Centre and organizes and 
dispatches private planes and 
boats to aid in searches when 
required. 

■ Vr- 

Focus Search 

In this way, Erb explained, 
the volunteers can be sent 
where they will be the most 
use, and can also be screened 
so only qualified planes 1 and 
boats are sent on searches. 

This is even more important 
in air and sea searches than 
in land searches, he said. "It 
doesn’t help if one has to start 
searching for the searchers.” 

Others given basic training 
by civil defence are mayors 
and aldermen. They receive 
what Erb calls a "basic orien¬ 
tation”’ course in what to do if 
there is a disaster in their 
communities. 

Civil defence also sponsors 
the training of auxiliary poli¬ 
cemen for both the RCMP 
and municipal police forces. 
The police forces themselves 


do the training, but civil de¬ 
fence provides uniforms and 
necessary equipment. 

There are now more than 
1,000 trained auxiliary police¬ 
men in B.C., he said, who 
could be brought in to help in 
any disaster, or even in the 
case of civil insurrection were 
such a thing every to arise. 

Tidal Wave 

During Erb’s time with civil 
defence, there have been no 
truly major disasters, al¬ 
though there have been a few 
fairly serious incidents — the 
Port Albemi tidal wave in 

1964 and the Hope landslide in 

1965 for instance. 

But some of civil defence’s 
most intensive work has been 
done in situations where there 
has been a threat of trouble, 
but none has ever material¬ 
ized — the possible shipment 
of nerve gas through Juan de 
Fuca Strait in 1970 and the 
Anichitka nuclear blast in 
* 1971. 

The threat from the Amchit- 
ka blast was from a tidal 
wave, and Erb feels one of 
the best things that has hap¬ 
pened for the civil defence 
system has been its joining up 
with a Pacific-wide tidal wave 
warning system. 

Headquarters regularly re¬ 
ceives messages of any tidal 
waves or earthquakes that 
might cause tidal waves from 
across the whole Pacific, and 
would know very early if a 
tidal wave was threatening 
the B.C. epast. 

Eye on Attack 

Despite the emphasis on 
peacetime disaster planning, 
the organization still keeps 
up-to-date its plans for what 
to do in case of a nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

But Erb said he felt 
chances of a war were much 
more remote than they were 
10 years ago, and difficulties 
with a nuclear bomb would be 
more likely to be an accident 
than a war-time drop. 

Erb finishes his job next 
week, and plans to take a trip 
to the Mediterranean soon. 
But after that, he said, he ex¬ 
pects to be looking for "an¬ 
other challenge of some sort” 
— probably another job.

A legal hassle between the 
Capital Region Boajnd and 
Dillingham Corporation of 
Canada Ltd., involving a 
$585,000 claim by the firm for 
alleged overages incurred 
during construction of the 
northwest trunk sewer, ended 
Wednesday in a victory for 
the regional board. 

After more than 14 months 
of investigation, a board of 
arbitration dismissed all but 
$57,000 of the firm’s claim 
against the regional board. 

On a $45,000 counterclaim 
by the capital region, the ar- 
b i t r a t i o n board allowed 
$23,000, leaving a net amount 
of $34,000 to be paid by the 
board to Dillingham. 

The arbitration board also 
ruled that Dillingham must 
pay all fees and expenses in¬ 
curred by the arbitrators and 
the cost of court reporters 
and transcripts. That amount 
is estimated at $100,000. t , 


Drought Victims 
Helped by B.C. 

The B.C. government is giv¬ 
ing $25,000 for emergency re¬ 
lief in the west central Africa, 
Provincial Secretary Ernest 
Hall said Friday. Hall said 
the relief was needed in the 
area because about 6 million 
people "have been severely 
affected, and are in danger of 
starvation” by a long drought. 


Legal costs to the regional 
board are estimated at $20,000 
which will be paid by the re¬ 
gion. 

Regional board chairman 
Jim Campbell said the dispute 
was probably the longest and 
most expensive case of arbi¬ 
tration in "this part of the 
world.” 

He stressed that the deci¬ 
sion to fight Dillingham’s 
claim for $585,000 was made 
on the recommendation of the 


regional board’s administra¬ 
tive staff. 

Dillingham, a subsidiary of 
a U.S. firm by the same 
name, based its claim on al¬ 
leged "extras and overages” 
incurred during construction 
of the northwest trunk sewer 
which connects Portage Inlet 
with the Macaulay Point out¬ 
fall in Esquimau. 

The total contract was for 
$2,148,000 of which $2,060,000 
has already been paid to Dill¬ 
ingham. 


City Will Buy 
Harbor Parcel 


Victoria and Marathon Re¬ 
alty have reached agreement 
in principle on the sale to the 
city of a parcel of Innet Har¬ 
bor waterfront land at a price 
of $1 million. 

The agreement was con¬ 
firmed Wednesday by Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Peter Pollen. 

The property consists of 
about 614 acres owned by 
Marathon and another V 2 
acres owned by the federal 
government but held on short¬ 
term leases by Marathon. 

The parcel of land, which 
stretches from the end of Pen- 
dray along the Belleville wa¬ 


terfront to Menzies, is consid¬ 
ered a key' element in the 
beautification of the Inner 
Harbor. 

City officials said Wednes¬ 
day the provincial govern¬ 
ment would provide the 
biggest share of the $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Talks between the city and 
Marathon Realty, a sub¬ 
sidiary of the CPR, began 
nearly a year ago and city of¬ 
ficials said that as a result of 
tough bargaining, Marathon’s 
original asking price of $1.75 
million was reduced to $1 mil¬ 
lion.

Weed Killer 
‘Crippling’ 
To Unborn 


VANCOUVER '(OP) - The 
use of weed sprays such as 
2-4-5-T is a grave danger to 
unborn generations, a consult¬ 
ing ecologist warned Wednes¬ 
day. 

Dr. Robin Harger, testifying 
before the provincial inquiry 
commission into pesticides 
and herbicides, said sprays of 
the phenoxy herbicide clas¬ 
sification can cause deformi¬ 
ties during the gestation 
period. 

He safld he doubted anyone 
could obtain contaminant-free 
heihicddei in Canada although 
they are advertised as puri¬ 
fied of the contaminating 
agent dioxin. 

The commission, under the

BALTIMORE (Reuter) - A 

-year-old Baltimore man 
rWay escape prosecution on a 
charge of smuggling hashish 
because of his right to the 
privacy of the contents of his 
intestines. 

Police said Charles Venner 
swallowed the hashish Thurs¬ 
day in Casablanca. Morocco, 
after putting it inside 17 col¬ 
ored balloons. 

He took an airplane home, 
and Saturday was taken to 
hospital suffering frofn a drug 
overdose after one balloon 
ruptured inside his intestine. 
Officials watched Venner for 
the three days and recovered 
the dope-filled balloons as 
they passed one by one from 
his body. 

While police say they intend 
to prosecute Venner, the head 
of the Maryland Drug Abuse 
Administration gave a differ¬ 
ing interpretation of a Mary¬ 
land law which says: “The 
facts or results from any ex¬ 
amination to determine the 
existence of illegal prohibitive 
drugs in a persons body shall 
not be adminissitole as evi¬ 
dence . 

Robert Evans, the drug 
abuse official. 6aid the law 
applies also to drugs seized 
after they pass through a per¬ 
son’s body. 

Evans said he wanted per¬ 
sons who may suffer drug 
overdoses to know they can 
seek medical treatment with¬ 
out fear of “a policeman 
standing over them” waiting 
to use excretory samples as 
evidence. 

And Henry Lord. Mary¬ 
land's deputy attorney- 
general, added that the use of 
the hashish-filled balloons as 
evidence is "subject to 
serious question’' and their 
confiscation may have been 
an "invasion of personal 
rights." 

Evans said the police had a 
duty to enter the hospital and 
seize the hashish, worth an 
estimated $30,000, to prevent 
it from reaching its intended 
market, but the narcotics can¬ 
not he used as evidence 
against Venner.

Bighorn 

Home 

Saved 

A tract of land in the Interi¬ 
or, home of a herd of Califor¬ 
nia bighorn sheep, has been 
taken over by the provincial 
government. 

Resources Minister Robert 
Williams and Conservation 
Minister Jack Radford an¬ 
nounced jointly Tuesday that 
the government had success¬ 
fully completed negotiations 
with Kiske Creek Ranching 
Ltd. 

In return for the 3,175 acres 
of sheep range land, the gov¬ 
ernment will give Riske Creek 
Ranching 4,842 acres of crown 
land nearby. 

The range was formerly 
part of the huge American- 
owned Gang Ranch, but was 
sold to Riske Creek, an Alber¬ 
ta firm, earlier this month 
along with about another 
10,000 acres of Gang Ranch. 

Grazing Land 

Williams said tlia while 
Riske Creek was buying the 
land, the government lands 
branch negotiated cfttical 
grazing leases and permits 
with the firm "so that the 
lands were returned to the 
crown as part of the over-all 
transaction.” 

The government had be¬ 
come concerned about the 
range, located at the junction 
of the Chilcotin and Fraser 
River, because grazing com¬ 
petition from domestic ranch 
livestock “had presented a 
threat to the bighorn sheep 
who occupy the area through¬ 
out the year.” 

Less Forage 

Williams explained that the 
ranching company received 
more land than it gave up 
because the land given cann?» 
produce as much forage per 
acre. It is located north of the 
land given up and at a higher 
elevation. 

The sheep range will be ad 
ministered by the fish and 
wildlife braijch. Th govern 
ment will try, first, to build 
up the herdi and then to ex¬ 
port some erf the animals to 
other parts of the province to 
re-establish herds elsewhere. 

“It Is my hope that this 
area will never be used for 
hunting,” said Williams. “We 
need more areas where peo¬ 
ple can experience nature at 
any time of the year undis¬ 
turbed. It is possible that this 
area should be made a special 
reserve.”

No more than 18 per cent of 
the total land area in Central 
Saanich is to be used for resi¬ 
dential development. accord¬ 
ing to a proposal submitted 
Wednesday 1o the Capital Re¬ 
gional Board. 


The other 82 per cent of the 
municipality’s land is to re¬ 
main agricultural and rural 
and should be off-limits to 
development of any kind, the 
proposal says. 

'Ibe plan, submitted to the 


Saanich, is the municipality's 
reply to the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s Land Commission Act 
which calls for the preserva¬ 
tion of agricultural land. 

The proposal is part of a 
complete revision of Central 
Saanich’s land-use bylaws 
now being worked out by Vic¬ 
toria planning consultant 
Harold Spence-Sales. 

Basically, the proposal calls 
for confinement of future dev 
elopment in Central Saanich 
in three areas — Brentwood, 
the so-called Keating Ridge 
Keating Crossroad and in 
Saanichton. 

All three areas have al¬ 
ready an established pattern 
of development. 

According to the proposal, 
no other area in Central Saan¬ 
ich, is to be considered for 
development of any kind. The 
current 10-acre minimum for 
subdivision* would remain in 
effect in all areas other than 
the three pockets designated 
far future development. 

Central Saanich Mayor Ar¬ 
chie Galbraith told the region¬ 
al board that the aim of the 
plan was to preserve hi* mu¬ 
nicipality’* special way of 
life. 


The proposal was tabled by 
the regional board but Cen¬ 
tral Saanich council ha* re¬ 
quested that the plan be ap¬ 
proved by the board without 
changes. 

Galbraith said he believe* 
that the plan falls within the 
guidelines established by the 
provincial government for the 
preservation of agricultural 
land.

Price of bread and other baked goods is 
expected to rise sharply in Victoria and else¬ 
where, following a change in the federal 
wheat price policy. 

Robin Hood Multifoods Ltd., has raised 
the price of flour by $1.65 a hundredweight, 
and other milling companies win likely in¬ 
crease thedr prices. 

“We’re all in the same dtew together,’’ a 
spokesman for another big milling company 
said in Vancouver Wednesday. “We all buy 
from the Canadian Wheat Board.” 

His guess was that the price increase 
would settle around the $2-a-hundred\veight 
mark, indicating that bakers would step up 


the price of bread at least two or three cents 
a loaf. 

Average price to Victoria area bakers last 
week was $6.50 a hundredweight. The new 
prices could be as high as $8.50. 

Earlier this month, bread prices went up 
two cent£ for a 16-ounce loaf and three cents 
for a 24-ounce loaf, owing to higher produc¬ 
tion costs. 

The federal government’s decision last 
wfek to refloat the domestic wheat price to 
$1 under the export price, raised the price 
to millers from $1.95 to $2.70 a bushel, the 
Vancouver spokesman for a leading milling 
company said. 

“We’ve had nothing like this in the flour

board move was “bad timing,’’ one bakery 
operator in Victoria said Wednesday. 

She predicted that within 10 ^ears all 
small bakeries would be out of business if the 
price of ingredients keeps going up. “That’s 
a sad prospeut because Victoria is known for 
its good bread.” 

Bread is only one basic foodstuff for 
which the consumer will be paying more 
money. A world shortage of durum wheat 
used in the manufacture of macaroni and 
spaghetti has caught up with prices and con¬ 
sumers can expect increases in the cost of 
these products too.

Debate’ Irks Trudeau

CALVARY — Day Two of 
the western o|>jx>rtunities con¬ 
ference ended in irritation 
Wednesday, with Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau annoyed about 
delegates trying to score “de¬ 
bating points" and Premier 
Barrett calling the afternoon 
session “a drift into pre-elec¬ 
tioneering." , 

“Today goodies were hand¬ 
ed out,” Barrett told report¬ 
ers at the end of the day, re¬ 
ferring to a federal statement 
read by federal Industry Min¬ 
ister Alastair Gillespie. “A 
college here, an institute 
there, here a college, there a 
college ..." 

(Reporters tried to convey 
Barrett’s words to Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau. 

(“I doubt whether he’d 


make such a silly statement," 
the prime minister said. “I’m 
sure you misquoted him.") 

Did Barrett feel the day 
was a waste of time? “No, 
that’s politics," he answered. 

The Gillespie paper was en¬ 
titled Western Industrial and 
Trade Development Pro¬ 
grams, and amounted to the 
federal reply to a premiers’ 
position paper calling for 
more industrial development 
in the west. 

It was largely of a general 
nature, except for a descrip¬ 
tion of the new Industrial 
Bank and Development 
Agency to assist small bu¬ 
sinesses, and t}ie setting up of 
several institutes. (Samples: 
a program for the develop¬ 
ment of university studies in 
international business at 
UBC, an industrial mineral 
centre in Saskatchewan.) 


Gillespie sparred briefly 
with Manitoba Premier Ed 
Schreyer who said the federal 
minister was “fatalistic about 
the distribution of industry in 
this country." This came dur¬ 
ing a discussion of the use of 
funds of the Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Bank. 

Gillespie said the IDB had 
se/ved the west well, last 
year doing 45 per cent of its 
business in the four western 
provinces (32 per cent in 
B.C.) 

Schreyer argued that IDB 
loans to businesses “have 
been d is proportionally low in 
proportion to population." 

Saskatpbewan Premier 
Allan Blakeney said the IDB 
was not really geared to re¬ 
gional development, since 
most of its money Tor re¬ 
search went to industries in 
the east. "This doesn’t in¬ 


dicate efforts to break out of 
central Canada," he said. 

Trudeau’s annoyance about 
debating, mentioned to report¬ 
ers at day’s end, was an obvi¬ 
ous reference to an exchange 
between Barrett and Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jack Davis. 

“I would just wish the pro¬ 
ceedings could go quicker, 
and less debating points were 
scored," the prime minister 
said. 

Barrett and Davis had 
ended a discussion of ecologi¬ 
cal conditions at Prince Ru¬ 
pert. and the B.C. prime 
minister said he was only try¬ 
ing to protect Canada’s most 
be utiful province. 

Trudeau interjected, thank¬ 
ing them for their "philosoph¬ 
ical" discussion in the aid of 
B.C. tourism. Barrett 
cracked: “You’re our favorite 
tourist.”

CALGARY (CP) — The federal govern¬ 
ment promised Wednesday to help British 
Columbia and Saskatchewan develop their 
northern regions so more minerals can be ex¬ 
tracted. 

Donald Macdonald, minister of energy, 
mines and resources, told the four western 
premiers that mineral development cannot 
reach full potential unless both federal and 
provincial governments are involved. 

He proposed federal-provincial agree¬ 
ments with British Columbia and Saskatche¬ 
wan to cover geological surveys and mapping 
projects on individual base metals, access- 
road construction and regional resource plan¬ 
ning. 


In a paper presented to the conference on 
western economic opportunities, Macdonald 
also proposed a joint effort by the federal 
and Alberta governments and the oil industry 
to develop the technology needed to handle 
extraction problems at the vast Athabasca oil 
sands. 

The minister proposed a joint program to 
evaluate the mineral reserves available in 
western Canada. ——j— 

The program would pool and review exist¬ 
ing mineral information and try to fill exist¬ 
ing gaps, starting with a joint exploration ge¬ 
ology project. Macdonald said Manitoba has 
expressed particular interest in such a pro¬ 
gram and should be the starting point.

Island), when it doesn’t real¬ 
ly have a clean bill of 
health." 

Ridley Island is on the pe¬ 
rimeter of an estuary, and es¬ 
tuaries are not favored by 


government officials as sites 
for ports. However, Ridley Is¬ 
land is still Ottawa’s choice 
as the location despite what 
Barrett feels is inconclusive 
ecological data. 

“It will be very, very dif¬ 
ficult to sell to the public," 
Barrett said. “I suggest, Mr. 
Davis, that we agree that all 
possibly avenues of scientific 
exploration be completed be¬ 
fore we make any statements 
that it (the port) will be locat¬ 
ed in that spot." 

Davis answered that “no 
project is going to be 100 per 
cent satisfactory to all envi¬ 
ronmentalists."

Efforts to reach a set¬ 
tlement of the lengthy 
strike at Albemi Pulp 
and Paper Ltd., Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel’s huge 
complex in Port Albemi, 
culminated in an optimis¬ 
tic announcement by the 
'negotiators Wednesday 
afternoon. 

; Sixty office employees of 
the Office anf Technical Em¬ 
ployees Union, Local 15, and 
58 electricians, members of 
Local 2354, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, struck MacMillan 
Bloedel’s Alpulp division July 
10 , following what the com¬ 
pany termed an illegal walk¬ 
out July 5 of pulp workers, 
who subsequently settled for a 
new contract. 

After a marathon overnight 
session Tuesday under the di¬ 
rection of provincial mediator 
a ark Gilmour, the union ne¬ 
gotiators will be taking the 
hammered-out proposals to 
their respective memberships, 
with the recommendation to 
accept the terms of the settle¬ 
ment. 

. Officers of the union and 


company would make no com¬ 
ment until the offers have 
been submitted to the mem¬ 
berships and voted on. 

The mill, where some 1,300 
employees have been out of 
work since July 5, is expected 
to begin start-up procedures 
this Friday afternoon — if the 
offer is accepted. 

Rationing 

The sudden turnabout in the 
lengthy dispute comes after 
MacMillan Bloedel — B.C.’s 
largest newsprint producer 
and supplier — announced 
earlier in the day it would be 
rationing its customers both 
in Canada and the U.S. 

The company said in a 
statement it has lost 40 per 
cent of its production capaci¬ 
ty. 

MacMillan Bloedel said 
while the strike lasts, news¬ 
print will be apportioned fair¬ 
ly among its customers. 

Newsprint 

"All customers are in¬ 
formed of these facts and it 
was explained to them that as 
a result of this situation there 


would have to be a reduction 
in their newsprint supplies," 
the company statement said. 

"In the meantime, we have 
asked our customers to con¬ 
serve newsprint and they 
have been co-operating in the 
fullest," the statement added. 

A company spokesman also 
said MacMillan Bloedel had 
tried to arrange other sources 
of supply for its customer? 
but because of a world-wide 
shortage of newsprint, no 
other supply was available.

feet.

Yemenite embroidery, distinguished 
by the unusual combinations of stitches 
and colors that make up its colorful sym¬ 
metrical patterns, orginated as an art 
form with the Jews in Yemen. 

The patterns were copied from the in¬ 
tricate jewelry made by the men. and 
were used to decorate men’s clothing, 
wedding dresses and other festive cloth¬ 
ing. 

The skill was handed down from 
mother to daughter, and girls were ex¬ 
pected to be able to complete their own 
trousseaus by the time they reached ado¬ 
lescence, Mrs. Rubin says. 

With the emigration of the .Tews from

Yemen to Israel after 1948, the skill was 
simplified and used more commonly in 
the decoration of everyday clothing. 

Mrs. Rubin learned the skill as a high 
school student in Israel. 

On leaving school, she kept up the 
skill and continued to learn on her own. 

She experimented with the basic Ye¬ 
menite form and developed her own de¬ 
signs. 

She later worked on a kibbutz, Where 
she taught the skill to children and 
decorated folk dance costumres. 

She emigrated to the United States in 
1959 and four years later started teach¬ 
ing at the experimental college run by 
students at the University of Washing¬ 
ton. , 

Revival of many arts and crafts, has 
stimulated a new interest in embroidery, 
she says. 

Her plans for the fall include broaden¬ 
ing her course to include some Seattle 
high school students.

New concepts >in drug edu¬ 
cation were discussed by edu¬ 
cators Wednesday at the third 
of five seminars on drug and 
sex education being held this 
week at the University of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Dr. Martin Gillis, professor 
of educatin at the University 
of Victoria and organizer of 
the seminars, said a new ap¬ 
proach is necessary because 
traditional anti-drug pro¬ 
grams are not working. i 

"At first it was thought that 
if you gave kids all the right | 
information, they would make i 
the right decisions. But it’s 
just not happening.” 

The reason it’s not happen¬ 
ing, according to a report 
quoted by Oollis done by the 
Narcotic Addiction F'ounda- 
tion of B C. on drug use 
among secondary school stu¬ 
dents, is that "much more is 
involved (in drug education! 
lhan the assimilation of infor¬ 
mation . . . .” 

"Successful programs must 
deal with the reality of the 
subject as the students see 
it," says the report. 

"There are factors involved 
in drug use that go beyond the 
drugs themselves which must 
be discussed and understood 
if we are to comprehend drug 
use. 

"The implicatio may be 
that drug education aimed at 
curbing drug use may be the 
wrong emphasis." 

a 

Educational discussions 
which explore all issues re- 
later to the topic of drugs 
and which allow expression of 
both sides of an argument are 
what is needed, says the re¬ 
port. 

Blatant anti-drug propagan¬ 
da simply reinforces the pro 
or anti drug prejudices of the 
students, the report says. 

As one junior high coun¬ 
sellor participating in the 
seminar put it: "Grade 8s 
find out they’re going to see 
another drug film and ^ they 
say, ‘oh, not this again.’ 

Evidence suggests that 
"presentation of information 
by itself may have the op¬ 
posite effect to the desired 
one of reducing the use of 
drugs," says the report. 

"I’m hesitant about putting 
drug information into the 
schools because it often seems 
that the less kids know about 
drugs, the less likely they are 
to regard them as an alterna- 
j tive," Collis said. 

A study included in the re- 
: port, found that drug use 
among students who had films 
or lectures on drugs but no 
opportunity to discuss them 
was higher than among stu-

NEW YORK (UPI) — Soy¬ 
burgers are not only cheaper 
than hamburgers, but many 
people think they taste better, 
Money magazine reports in its 
August issue. 

In a test conducted by 
Money, 30 people were given 
three pieces of naked “ham¬ 
burger patty”—without cat¬ 
sup, pickles, or rolls — and 
were asked to pick out the one 
that tasted "different.” No 
mention was made of soy- 
burger. Without knowing it, 
some panelists tasted two all¬ 
beef patties and one soy- 
burger; others tasted the re¬ 
verse combination. 

The beef and soy patties 
were cooked in separate elec- 


-*tric fry pans, the magazine 
said, until uniformly well 
done. They were unseasoned 
except for the salt, pepper, 
dehydrated onion and dex¬ 
trose that had been already 
blended into the soyburger by 
the food processor to give the 
soy flour flavor. 

Almost all panelists—27 ait 
of 30 — recognized a dif¬ 
ference between the two kinds 
of patties. ALl-beef patties 
were preferred by 19, soy¬ 
burgers by eight. 

Money said a number of 
tasters detected a mealy or 
cereal taste in the soyburgers, 
“like rabbit food,” one said, 
though one panelist thought 
the beefburger had no taste at 
all.

the weekends to encourage 
shoppers to come and go 
more quickly. And grocery 
stores always play slow-tem- 
po music. Is the customer 
being manipulated any more 
than if he or she responds to 
subtle advertising techniques? 

Salesmen and managers 
within the background-music 
industry acknowledge the psy¬ 
chological effects of music, 
but back away from conclud¬ 
ing that it is “manipulative.” 

Kenneth Washington, pres¬ 
ident of Musi Tech in Menlo 
Park, Calif, said that the pur¬ 
pose of background music is 
“to provide an environment in 
which people have a more fa¬ 
vorable attitude towards one’s 
self and his fellows. If air-con¬ 
ditioning does the same thing, 
does this mean that air-condi¬ 
tioning is manipulative in a 
pejorative manner?” 

Bert Mitchell, western re¬ 
gional m&ndger of Muzak, 
Inc., said background music 
is more appropriately defined 
as “functional” music. “You 
can’t use musdc as a whip,” 
he said. "We use music as a 
tool, not music as music to be 
listened to.” 

Muzak specifically adver¬ 
tises its music as “psycholo¬ 
gically planned for time and 
place,” said Mitchell. “Our 
subscribers get 15 minutes of 
music and 15 minutes of si¬ 
lence.” The reason, according 
to Muzak research, is that 
workers need certain stimulus 
at certain times of the day. 

“The music would be live¬ 


lier at 10 in the morning than 
at eight,’’ he said, allegedly to 
overcome a worker's drooping 
efficiency. 

The 3M service offers music 
for nearly 90 categories, in¬ 
cluding wrecking yards, gas 
stations, and cemeteries. 
“The only operations we 
haven’t sold to.” said Beattie, 
“is an offshore drilling rig 
and an underground mine.” 

He said the only possible 
direct manipulation of people 
at the hands of music is in 
prisons. “Music keeps the 
guys from going bananas.” 
3M’s biggest customer is res¬ 
taurants, followed by finan¬ 
cial institutions. 

Background music, «s 
rhythmic therapy, got Its 
start during the Second World 
War when some factories had 
their own orchestras. The mo¬ 
notony and tension of assem¬ 
bly lines then were greatly 
reduced by music, with 
Strauss waltzes proving to be 
the most popular. 

Today some institutions like 
Occidental Life and Pruden¬ 
tial Insurance Company can 
look back on more than a 
quarter of a century of using 
background music. The Xerox 
Corporation in Rochester,

HUDDERSFIELD, England 
(CP) — Where other men col¬ 
lect stamps, coins or rare 
books, Gilbert Lawton collects 
pub names and naturally, a 
drop of the local brew. His 
tally, boosted by an Easter 
excursion to Shropshire and 
Wales, has reached 12,415 in 


17 years of throat-easing re¬ 
search. 

- 

He calculated he has drunk 
at least a half-pint of beer in 
each of the 12,415. But Law- 
ton, a Yorkshire newspaper 
man, is no mere elbow- 
bender. He has worked out all 
kinds of precise statistics on 


his hobby and says his busiest 
year was 1964 when he gath¬ 
ered 1,523 pub names in 113 
days, an average of 13.477 
pubs on each collecting day. 

Memorable names in his 
collection include the Grave¬ 
diggers’ Arms and the Jolly 
Taxpayer at Portsmouth, the 
naval town; the Bombay Crab 


in London’s East End; the 
Doctor Syntax in Oldham, 
I^ncashire and the Help 
Through at Bury. 

In Nottingham he encoun¬ 
tered two pubs facing each 
other across a street—one 
called The Old Dog and Par¬ 
tridge and the other The Orig¬ 
inal Dog and Partridge. 


The commonest pub name, 
he says, is the New Inn. fol¬ 
lowed by the Crown, the Rose 
and Crown and the Royal 
Oak.

STRATFORD, Ont. (CP) — 
William Shakespeare’s play, 
Pericles, has just about died 
from the repertoire of most 
theatre companies. But it was 
revived here Tuesday night 
by the Stratford Shake¬ 
spearean Festival.

If it catches on with festival 
audiences, it could have a 
long run into next season. And 
if festival audiences are look¬ 
ing for stunning cosutumes 
and stage effects, this produc¬ 
tion should suit them. 

The opening-night capacity 
audience gave shouts of 
“bravo” and a standing ova¬ 
tion to the leading men of the 
evening, Edward Atienza as 
the narrator, Gower, and Ni¬ 
cholas Penn el as the Prince of 
Tyre, Pericles. 

It’s a large sprawling work, 
travelling hither and thither 
across the eastern Mediterra¬ 
nean from Antioch to Tyre, 
Tharsus, Pentapolis, Ephes'is 
and Myteilene, and points in 
between, with at least two 
storms at sea on the way. 

Transferring this action to 
the Stratford 6tage called 
principally on the talents of 
designer Leslie Hurry, who 
set the various scenes by 
style of costuming. 

The storms at sea were 
heightened by tape recordings 
of the great organ in St. Jo¬ 
seph’s Oratory on Mount 
Royal in Montreal, and the 
Temple of Diana is made a 
scene of swirling mists. 

The story is that of a young 
Greek god-like prince driven 
to amnesia by the tragedies 
that befall his wife and 
daughter, only in the end to 


be reunited with both after 
thinking them dead. 

Pamela Brook has the lead¬ 
ing lady role as Marina, Peri¬ 
cles' daughter, and Amelia 
Hall has the role of the origi¬ 
nal bawdy mistress of a 
brothel. 

Tony Van Bridge plays Si¬ 
monides, the king of Pen- 
tapolia, with comic flare. 

In all, the program lists 48 
named parts, and assorted 
soldiers, lords citizens, vestal 
virgins and whores * 

It is the first time'ln Strat¬ 
ford’s 21 years that Pericles 
has been produced, and there 
is only one other work by die 
Bard of Avon that the Strat¬ 
ford company here has not 
yet essayed, Titus Andrond- 
cus. 

Theatre critics blew hot and 
cold on the production. 

Urjo Kareda of the Toronto 
Star wrote that presentation 
was “stolid, dutiful and unen¬ 
chanted.” and Herbert Whit¬ 
taker of the Toronto Globe 
and Mail wTOte that it was “a 
fairytale world unveiled, . . . 
so lovingly, so lavishly and

Kareda wrote: “The frus¬ 
tration of Jean Gascon’s pro¬ 
duction ... is that it doesn't 
argue the play’s strengths, 
doesn’t release its potential. 

“Perhaps the major disap¬ 
pointment with Stratford’s 
Pericles as that it is so unat¬ 
tractive visually.” 

Whittaker wrote: “Step by 
step we are allowed to savor 
the coming together of two 
blameless victims as Nicholas 
Pennell, the golden Prince of 
Tyre, and Miss Brook as his 
daughter, Maria explore the 
full pathos of the situation. 

“Hard the heart that is not 
wooed by this example of a 
dramatist at his ripest.” 

John Laycock in the Wind¬ 
sor Start writes that the rare¬ 
ly-produced play is a pot¬ 
boiler but the Stratford fes¬ 
tival company gives it shape, 
and between touching mo¬ 
ments the production can 
always fall back on “its 
never-failing spirit of extrava¬ 
ganza. 

“For that quality alone, 
Gascon and the festival may 
have earned Pericles a place 
in the more familiar Shake¬ 
spearean repertoire.”

Stage Effort Pays Off 


QUEBEC (CP) — From minding the fuse 
box one minute to rushing onstage to play a 
part the next, it’s an all-oift effort by the 
Quebec Summer Stock Theatre company. 

The effort has paid off in critical com¬ 
ment and increasing confidence among 
F backers that English-language summer 
theatre, started two years ago as an Opportu¬ 
nities For Youth project, is here to stay. 

The company presents the only live Eng¬ 
lish-language entertainment in the area. 

“The idea is to offer the English-language 
population here a theatre outlet as well as 
entertainment for the thousands of tourists 
who go through here every summer,” Gary 
Ouellet, president of the company’s board of 
directors, said in an interview. 

“It’s the tourists who are the real back¬ 
bone of the theatre,” he said. “English- 


speaking Quebecers aren’t great theatre 
goers and this is still one of our challenges.” 

About four per cent of Quebec City’s popu¬ 
lation of 186,088 is English-speaking.

The Senate appropriations 
committee said, “The energy 
situation makes it mandatary 
that planning and construc¬ 
tion of hydro-electric projects 
and research and develop¬ 
ment of new nuclear power 
reactors proceed in an effort 
to provide an adequate supply 
of energy to the American 
people.” 

The bill, which was ap¬ 
proved 82-3, is 5121 million 
larger than the house-passed 
version, and ,540 million more 
than requested by the ad¬ 
ministration. 


In Sacramento, Calif., Stan¬ 
dard Oil’s vice-president and 
director J. R. Grey told news¬ 
men that what appears to be 
improved gas supplies at ser¬ 
vice stations was the result of 
cutbacks by individual motor¬ 
ists. 


"I still see a tight situation, 
and I see it staying tight — 
but not impossible,” Grey 
said.

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Webs May Hold Behavior Clues 
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Hope’s Dream Blazes 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) - 
Spiders are going on the sec¬ 
ond Skylab mission to test the 
effects of zero gravity and 
how space travel affects be¬ 
havior. 

Dr. Peter Witt, consultant 
to NASA on the unusual ex¬ 
periment, says it’s hoped the 
webs the spiders spin inside 
the orbitting ^pace station will 
tell scientists more about 
those factors. 

Witt said two female “cross 
spiders” were chosen for the 
experiment because “no other 
animal provides us with such 


a predictable and meaningful 
record of behavior.’' 

Spider webs that house¬ 
wives frequently sweep from 
their ceilings are studied in 
minute detail by Witt and his 
research associate, Mabel 
Scarboro. 

NASA contacted Witt, a Na¬ 
tive of Bern, Switzerland, 
about die spider experiment in 
1971, after the idea was 
suggested in a nationwide 


contest the agency sponsored 
to get ideas for Skylab re¬ 
search projects. 

NASA already has conduct¬ 
ed simulated tests with 
spiders supplied by Witt to 
measure the effects of all con¬ 
ditions on them except 
weightlessness, the scientist 
said. 

The astronauts will carry 
the spiders into space in 
small boxes and place them 
in already prepared cages 


surrounded by lights and pho¬ 
tographic equipment. 

Should the spiders weave 
webs during the flight, Witt 
said, the cameras will trans¬ 
mit pictures of their actidf* 
to earth. 

Witt has supplied NASA 
with a computer program o' 
web building, which will be 
used to measure any changes 
or effects that space travel 
has on their normal pattern of 
weaving.

Viewers write in sighing 
over Sen. Howard Baker Jr.’s 
dimples and boyish smile. 
Even 76-year-old Ervin’s sag¬

manner have attracted a 
large following and resulted in 
the formation of a national 
Sam Ervin fan club. 

“All sorts of embarrassing 
things happen,” Baker said, 
standing outside the senate 
caucus room, his hands in his 
pockets. He flashed a grin. “I 
just can’t tell you about them, 
though. It offends my modes¬ 
ty.” 

“I don’t see my family at 
all now,” Sen. Daniel Inouye

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‘Belt Up’ Order Saves Lives of Aussie Drivers 


OTTAWA (CP) - Ip 1971, 
tfye state of Victoria, Austra¬ 
lia, passed legislation calling 
for mandatory use of seat 
belts by all occupants of 
motor vehicles. 

Nine months later the state 
reported 17.7 per cent fewer 
fatalities and 14.8 per cent 
fewer injuries compared with 
the corresponding period the 
previous year. 

“And the state saved money 
on health insurance pay¬ 
ments,” says Bill Barnes, as¬ 
sistant manager of the Royal 


Automobile Club Association 
of Queensland. Australia.* 

In Ottawa for talks with Ca¬ 
nadian Automobile Associa¬ 
tion CAA officials, Barnes ex¬ 
plained how Australia became 
the first country to impose 
mandatory use of seat belts. 

He said the state’s action 
showed statistically that seat 
belts could reduce injuries. 
Consequently, Australia or¬ 
dered the mandatory use of 
seat belts Jan. 1,1972. 

Last week the CAA called 
on provincial governments to 
introduce compulsory safety- 
belt use legislation. 

I 


Leo Laviolette, CAA infor¬ 
mation director, said the posi¬ 
tion was adapted after a na¬ 
tional survey of 17,951 CAA 
members showed more than 
63 per cent in favor of com¬ 
pulsory use. 

In Australia single “sash” 
seat belt that crosses the body 
from shoulder to waist is 
used. It has proven to be 


safer than the waist type and 
can be spotted readily by the 
police. 

Australia fines non-users 
520 and if the non-user is the 
driver of the vehicle, two 
points are taken from his 
drivers licence in addition to 
the fine. 

Once a driver loses nine 
points his licence Is revoked 


until he can show justification 
for renewal. 

Laviolette said the CAA has 
sent a letter to Federal Trans¬ 
port Minister Jean Marchand 
requesting automobile manu¬ 
facturers be required to de¬ 
velop safety belts that could 
be used conveniently by vehi¬ 
cle occupants. 

This coupled with a major 


publicity campaign could get 
drivers to “belt up,” he said. 

UTS. federal regulations re¬ 
quire a sequential inter-lock 
device on all new cars, begin¬ 
ning in the early fall. 

Canada chose not to follow 
the U.S. lead and Laviolette 
feels this was a good idea. 

“Less than 30 per cent of 
the population are using seat 


belts . . . because people hate 
the buzzing and lighting sys¬ 
tems that are required with 
seat belt installations.” 

He said buzzer systems and 
flashing lights warning that 
seat belts aren’t connected 
are “a slight on our own in¬ 
telligence.” 

New U.S. regulations also 
will stipulate that 1974 cars 


cannot be started unless seat 
belts are fastened. 

Laviolette said this type of 
rule is impractical in Canada 
because of the cold climate. 

“Such a system would 
anger car owners in winter 
when they found they had to 
remain seated in the cold ve¬ 
hicle while it was being 
warmed up,” he said.

for It is known to have been 
carried by caravans travell¬ 
ing through the Middle East 
and into Asia and Europe, 
and the wild colonies which 
are so widespread in these 
countries could have sprung 
from accidentally dropped 
scales from these ancient 
bulbs. 

Certainly it was well known 
throughout Europe at the time 
of the Crusades. In fact, the 
flower was especially dedicat¬ 
ed to the Virgin Mary around 
this time, and is seen in many 
works of art and in nearly all 
the old paintings of the ^.An¬ 
nunciation. 

This ancient flower takes 
quite kindly to our soil and 
climate and is a most impres¬ 
sive, stately plant, either 
grown in a bed to themselves 
or grouped here and there in 
the perennial border. 

Failures are common with 
this lily, although it isn't the 
least bit difficult to grow, and 
these failures stem mostly 
from threating the Madonna 
in the same way as all the 
other lilies. Actually, the cul¬ 
ture is quite different. 


I think probably the oldest 
flower we grow in our gar¬ 
dens today is the Madonna 
Lily, Lilium candidum. Rec¬ 
ognizable Madonna lilies 
beautify pottery, vases found 
on the island of Crete dating 
back to around 1600 B.C. 

A charming seal, around 
2,000 years old, was found in a 
grave near the ancient Greek 
city of Pyk>s showing a 
woman offering these lilies at 
an altar, while the famous 
lion frieze in the Nineveh pal¬ 
ace of ancient Assyria shows 
representations of Madonna 
lilies carved at least seven 
centuries before the dawn of 
the Christian era. 

These lilies appear in the 
Egypt of the Pharaohs too. 
We find the flower in funeral 
wreaths and even a Madonna 
lily bulb tucked into a 
mummy case for food, medi¬ 
cine or possibly as a rare 
treasure. 

Even today the bulbs are 
eaten in China, and some 
authorities claim the Madon¬ 
na lily has such a wide dis¬ 
tribution across the face of 
the earth principally because 
of its food value and for its 
medicinal properties as a 
healing salve. 

Its true country of origin 
has never been established,

Garden Notes 
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For one thing, the Madonna 
has a very brief resting 
period, The flowers finish and 
the plants die down around 
the end of July; by September 
growth will start up again, 
with the plants forming a low- 
growing rosette of basal 
leaves which constitute its 
winter foliage. 

The bulbs resent be'ing 
planted or transplanted while 
in active growth and this brief 
period of dormancy, in August 
and early September, is the 
only really satisfactory time 
to get a colony established. 

Another very common mis¬ 
take is deep planting. Many of 
our common lilies are stem- 
rooters, pushing out a second 
set of roots well up above the 
bulb, and for this reason, 
lilies are generally set in fair¬ 
ly deep as much as ten 
inches for some kinds. This 
would mean sure death for 
Lilium candidum. Plant with 
no more than IVa inches of 
soil over the top of the bulb. 

The wind is the great 
enemy of the Madonna lily 
and it is worthwhile seeking 


out a site where the tall stems 
won’t get knocked about ill 
blustery gales. 

They don’t care for too 
much sun, nor do they bloom 
freely in dense shade. Ideally, 
the site should be shaded by 
tail-branched trees, with little 
spots of sunshine filtering 
through the leaves and dap¬ 
pling the ground. Alternately, 
the bulbs may be planted in a 
north-facing aspect where the 
plants can bask in a little 
morning sunshine but enjoy 
cool shade through the hottest 
part of the day. 

Like ail woodland plants, 
the Madonna lily thrives on 
leafmould in the soil, while 
the addition of a litttle coarse 
sand in the bottom of the 
planting hole makes for good 
drainage. 

The plant has a mild 
fondness for lime, and this is 
best satisfied with the slow- 
acting and long-lasting pul¬ 
verized limestone rather than 
the hydrated kind. About 
three cupfuls per square yard 
may be mixed into the plant¬ 
ing site. 

If you are ordering bulbs 
from an importer for August 
or September planting, de¬ 
mand those grown in northern 
France. These are much supe¬ 
rior to the Riviera strains.

It had to come sooner or 
later, but it is stillv rather dis¬ 
concerting and shocking to 
learn of it. 

In an age when we engage 
in protest with great ea¬ 
gerness and when it is as¬ 
sumed we are reallly out in 
the front if we march or pick¬ 
et, an organization has been 
set up called: Proxy Pickets. 

It advertizes that its ser¬ 
vices are available for any 
kind of demonstration and 
that so many pickets may be 
rented by the hour for so 
much money. 

TTiis means, one supposes, 
that a man would not have to 
march himself: simply turn 


over his protest cards to an 
organization for which he 
would be willing to pay. 

It had to come because our 
agq abounds in hundreds of 
other examples of proxy-liv¬ 
ing, and proxy-non-living. We 
record our moments, replay¬ 
ing them, in ways calculated 
to make us believe that we are 
reliving them. 

But. if in the first instance 
we “had” the experience only 
to record it, we probably 
never truly lived it, for real. 
We posed, postured, pro¬ 
grammed — but didn’t really 
live the experience. 


Or consider our varied ele¬ 
gances: our plastic flowers — 
more real than real — but re¬ 
ally unreal. Our photogenic 
reproductions of real art — 
hut of which no artist can be 
Ijroud: the surface is too 
smooth: his sweat and toil are 
missing, and therefore so is 
his humanity as 1 man and 
artist. 

Or thing of the ways we 
deceive ourselves in our 
schools and colleges. If we’ve 
had a great discussion, a 
turn-on exchange of “rele¬ 
vant” views, we only whip 
ourselves up into an intellec- j 


tual lather, a frothy, wispy 
outer-covering, making us be¬ 
lieve that we have really 
learned, or fully understood. 

In point of fact, however, we 
have often done little more 
than exchanged a series of 
uninformed, ignorant bits of 
“relevant” non-consequen- 
tials. We thought we were 
thinking when all we did was 
to posture, to play, to make 
believe we did. 

There’s no substitute for 
hand effort if we are to be 
fully involved in the human 
enterprise. No one can live 
for us, or protest, or think, or 
feel. All of which points to the 
basic unardorned human need 
not only to be ourselves — but 
to experience our own being 
by ourselves.

California has become the first state to have its obs¬ 
cenity laws judged in court after the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s recent landmark decision placing local obscenity 
standards ahead of national rules — and the result was a 
bit of a surprise. 

A California district court judge has ruled the state’s 
obcenity law is unconstitutional, which means California 
has no law on obscenity and pornography at all. 

No wide-open situation is expected. In fact, the state 
legislature is likely to speed up approval of a bill setting 
up a state board of censors — or possibly local boards 
Undoubtedly, that law will be tested in court as well 
before some workable rules finally become fact.

little time 1 6 manoeuver. Al¬ 
though he holds the A-K-Q of 
spades, two leads of the suit 
will give the defense plenty 
of tricks to cash as soon as 
one of the defenders can se¬ 
cure the lead. 

The obvious plan for de¬ 
clarer is to establish his dia¬ 
mond suit. His only problem 
is in deciding on how to play 
the suit, if declarer plays 
carelessly (as some did) he 
will lose his contract. When¬ 
ever declarer allows East to 
caoture a high diamond 
honor with the ace, the run 
of the diamond suit will be 
stopped and declarer’s last 
spade stopper will be dis¬ 
lodged while the defense 
still has the heart ace. 

The winning plan is to 
guard against East’s irritat¬ 
ing diamond holding (no 
plan would succeed if West 
had the Jong diamonds). The 
spade lead is won in dummy 
and a low diamond is led to 
declarer’s hand. East must 
duck and declarer wins the 
jack. Dummy .is re-enterpd 
with a high club, and an¬ 
other diamond, is led from 
dummy. Once again it does 
no good for East to hop up 
with the ace, and declarer 
wins the trick with Ths dia¬ 
mond queen. 

When West discards, de¬ 
clarer knows that it is hope¬ 
less to continue with dia¬ 
monds. Accordingly, he 
leads a heart to dummy’s 
Icing to assure his game-go¬ 
ing trick. 

Note that it costs nothing 
for declarer to guard 
against East’s diamond 
holding. Had diamonds split 1 
decently, declarer would 
have had more than enough 
tricks. As it was, only care¬ 
ful play would succeed.

QUEBEC (CP) — Louis Ste¬ 
phen St. Laurent, 12th prime 
minister and beloved Uncle 
Iiouis o( Canadian politics, 
died at his home here 
Wednesday. He was 91. 

St. Laurent’s son Renaud 
said the end came peacefully 
for the man who served as 
Liberal prime minister from 
1948 to 1957. 


St. Laurent, the second 
French-Canadian to become 
prime minister, is the second 
former prime minister to die 
in seven months. 

The courtly old politician 
received the last rights of the 
Roman Catholic church Sun¬ 
day. His -health has been 
shaky since 196fr when he 
fractured a hip in a fall in his 
home. k 

His condition became ag¬ 


gravated in the last two 
months. 

The funeral will be held 
here Saturday. 

In Ottawa. Acting Prime 
Minister Mitchell Sharp inter¬ 
rupted the regular business of 
the Commons to announce the 
death of St. Laurent. 

Minutes earlier, Paul Mar¬ 
tin, government leader in the 
Senate, who served in St. 
Laurent’s cabinet from 1948 


until 1957, broke the news to 
the Senate which immediately 
adjourned for the day. 

In Calgary, attending the 
western economic conference. 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
spoke of St. Laurent’s "pro¬ 
found faith in Canada" and 
his belief "there could be no 
greater honor than to serve 
his country.” 

"He entered public life pri¬ 
marily to foster Canadian 


harmony,” said Trudeau. 
"His contribution to the better 
understanding of Canada by 
Canadians was immense and 
everywhere in this country he 
became the symbol of toler¬ 
ance and unity.” 

In the Commons, Sharp said 
Canada has lost a great Cana¬ 
dian whose work lives on. a 
man admired and respected 
throughout the country. 

St. Laurent, he said, had a 


profound faith in Canada and 
a sense of public duty. 

’ * Everywhere he_ became 
the sign of tolerance and 
unity. His legacy to Canada 
permeated Canadian life.” 

"Few men holding this of¬ 
fice have command such uni¬ 
versal respect and admira¬ 
tion,” Senator Martin told the 
Senate.

Irrigation 
Icebergs 
‘In Sight’ 


TACOMA, Wash. (AP) — 
Two government scientists 
say a plan to tow huge ice¬ 
bergs from the Antarctic to 
parched sections of Australia 
and Chile is just three years 
away from reality. 

Icebergs about 800 feet 
thick, 1% miles wide and six 
miles long are the key to a 
concept being perfected by 
Dr. William Campbell and Dr. 
Wilford Weeks. 

Campbell, a geophysicist in 
the U.S. Geological Survey’s 
ice dynamic project, and 
Weeks, an army civilian gla¬ 
ciologist, first believed the 
iceberg project impossible. 

“But the end of our first 
study on the matter con¬ 
vinced us it was very prac- 
ticable," Campbell said 
Wednesday. 


The airline said it was at¬ 
tempting to find alternate 
transportation for its passen¬ 
gers but could also offer re¬ 
funds for all regularly sche¬ 
duled flights which were can¬ 
celled.

All points in the B.C.- 
Yukon service will continue to 
be serviced but on a reduced 
basis with flights cut back to 
70 a week from the usual 104. 
Service to Prince Rupert. Ter¬ 
race, Prince George and Fort 
St. John will also be continued 
V>n a reduced basis, but Grand 
Prairie will not be serviced on 
the western domestic run. 

All flights have been can¬ 
celled from Vancouver to San 
Francisco as well as all Cana- 
da-to-Mexico flights, although 
the Mexican-South American 
service will continue to 
operate.

Judge Orders 
Bombing Halt 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — A federal judge has 
ordered an end to United States operations in Cam¬ 
bodia in a far-reaching decision that joins the 
weight of the judiciary to that of Congress in set¬ 
ting clear limitations to the power of a president to 
wage war. 

Judge Orrin Judd declared that U.S. involve¬ 
ment in Cambodia was unconstitutional because 
Congress had not authorized it. In a 32-page memo¬ 
randum accompanying the decision, the judge 
wrote: 

‘‘The extent of the power granted by Congress 
depends on the language used by Congress, not on 
lhe president’s statements to Congress. An emer¬ 
gency does not create power unless Congress has 
granted it.” 

Burt Neuborne, lawyer for the American Civil 
Liberties Union representing Congresswoman Eli¬ 
zabeth Holtzman of Brooklyn, a Democrat, and 
four air force officers as plaintiffs, said that the 
decision “establishes the precedence which inhibits 
the president from conducting military operations 
without the consent of Congress.” 

Judd, a Republican, issued A permanent in¬ 
junction but stayed its execution until Friday to 
allow the federal government time to appeal.

Railmen 
Off Job 


MONTREAL (CP) - Non¬ 
operating employees of 10 Ca¬ 
nadian railways scheduled' a 
48-hour strike for today in On¬ 
tario, crippling transcon¬ 
tinental train service passing 
through ceptral Canada and 
rail service within the prov¬ 
ince. 

Richard Smith, chief bar¬ 
gainer for the eight unions re¬ 
presenting 56,000 railway 
workers involved in a con¬ 
tract dispute, announced the 
timing and date of the strike 
at a news conference here 
late Wednesday afternoon. 

Canadian National Railways 
and CP Rail followed Wednes¬ 
day night with statements 
that their transcontinental 
train services were being 
halted. 

CP Rail said its transcon¬ 
tinental runs were being shut 
down effective today. CN’s 
news release Wednesday 
night said its Supercontinental 
service between a Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver was 
discontinued “effective imme¬ 
diately.” 

The SupercontinentaJ from 
Montreal Wednesday was 
stopped at Ottawa and re¬ 
turned here Wednesday night. 

Both railways slajjped em- 
bargos on livestock freight 
shipments, and CN said explo¬ 
sives also will not be accept¬ 
ed, in all provinces. No 
freight would be accepted in 
Ontario and shipments from 
elsewhere may be delayed, 
the railways warned. 

Both railways promised to 
make efforts to assist strand¬ 
ed passengers reach their 
final destinations. 

CP Rail planned to pull Its 
westbound . transcontinental 
trains out of service today as 
they reached Winnipeg, Cal¬ 
gary and Vancouver. East- 
bound trains were to be halt¬ 
ed at Calgary, Winnipeg and 
Sudbury. 

CN intended to run its west¬ 
bound Supercontinental, ex¬ 
cept the Wednesday train re¬ 
called at Ottawa, on through 
to the west coast. Eastbound 
trains would be halted at Win¬ 
nipeg and Capreol, near Sud¬ 
bury. 

Both railways cancelled all 
new transcontinental runs 
until “further notice.” Both 
cited the disruptive effect on 
scheduling of the strikes in 
the centre of the country. 

Besides its announcement 
on termination of transcon¬ 
tinental service. CN said all 
other passenger trains with 
an Ontario arrival or depar¬ 
ture point have been can¬ 
celled for the duration of the 
strike.

So well did the Liberals sur¬ 
vive the conscription crisis 
that, in the first election after 
the war. the party claimed 54 
of Quebec’s 65 seats. St. 
l^aurent won his seat by a 
record majority of 10,000 
votes. 

Conscription was only one 
of many issues that would boil 
through the St. Laurent years. 

Probably the least glorious 
battle came in his confronta¬ 
tion with Quebec Premier 
Maurice Dupfessis in 1954. 

St. Laurent launched a 
head-on attack against the 
powerful premier’s plan to in¬ 
troduce a provincial personal 
income tax that would be de¬ 
ductible from federal taxes. 

The strength of Duplessis 
proved too much and St." 
Laurent finally met the pre¬ 
mier in a Montreal hotel to 
work out a compromise. 

The result was that Quebec 
kept the tax plan and St. 
I>aurent was subjected to pub- 
lie scorn for a "hotel room 
deal.” 

Two other bitter times 
came when his government 
imposed clokure to end the 
Trans-Canada Pipeline debate 
and when St. l^urent resisted 
pressure to line up with “the 
mother country” during the 
Suez crisis in 1956. 

Instead of supporting Bri¬ 
tain’s intervention in the 
crisis, the St. Laurent govern¬ 
ment chose to play peacemak¬ 
er. 

St. Laurent explained in 
Parliament that he refused to 
support Britain “because the 
members of smaler nations 
are human beings just as are 
other |)eople; because the era 
when the supermen of Kurope 
could govern the whole world 
is coming pretty close to an 
end.” 


'Jhe opj>osition responded 
with the charge that he was 
knifing Britain ift the back. 

St. I^aurent was pushing 
strongly to create a clear Ca¬ 
nadian identity, and to forge 
for Canada the role of a force 
for world peace. 

It was St-. Laurent who sent 
lister Pearson to* the United 
Nations. And it was St. 
I .aurent’s government which 
moved Canada into the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
in 1949. and into the UN 
forces in Korea in 1950. 

a . 

The l^mrent government, in 
its quest for Canadian integri¬ 
ty. ended the policy of carry¬ 


ing judicial Appeals to the 
Privy Council in london, 
making the Canadian Su¬ 
preme Court supreme in fact 
as well as name. 

St. Laurent also brought in 
the legislation which made 
the Queen of England the 
Queen of Canada as well, and 
it was he who named the late 
Vincent Massey as Canada’s 
first native-born governor 
general. 

S t . l.aurent cautiously 
avoided in his retirement any 
statement that could arouse 
political controversy. In the 
rare inverviews he gaye. he 
continued to stress the need 
for Canadian unity.

Folliculitis is an “iris’’ an 
infection, that is — of folli¬ 


cles, which are the depres¬ 
sions from which hairs grow. 
Strictly speaking, a pimple 
forming around a hair is folli- 
wlitis, but we don’t use the 
term in such isolated in¬ 
stances. In your case, evident¬ 
ly some area of the scalp or 
elsewhere is involved. 

It can be a fungus infection. 
However, bacterial infection, 
particularly the staph (sta¬ 
phylococcus) germ Is a fre¬ 
quent culprit. Certain chemi¬ 
cals or oils that inflame the 
skin can be involved, too. 

"Barber’s itch,” for one ex¬ 
ample. is folliculitis of the fol¬ 
licles from which facial hair 
grows. These days barbers 
take substantial pains to steri¬ 
lize tbeir instruments so such 
infections cannot be passed 
from one person to another.

TORONTO (CP) The 
Canadian Development 'ttor- 
poratitti's tender for shares of 
Texas gulf Inc. revives mem¬ 
ories of one of the wildest 
penny mining share booms in 
Canada’s history. 

The same big base metals 
discovery by TexasguLf — 
then called Texas Gulf Sul¬ 
phur — near Timmins, Ont., 
in 1964 also resulted in some 
of die most complex and sig¬ 
nificant legal cases hekrd in 
the province. 

News of the strike drew 
mine promoters and prospec¬ 
tors to the area. 

Soon, penny stocks of com¬ 
panies — many of them 20 or 
30 miles from the discovery - 
were doubling and tripling 
within hours. 

One, Windfall Oils and 
Mines, went from 56 cents to 


$5.60. It collapsed and later 
'became the subject of an in¬ 
quiry which resulted in a jail 
sentence for a company of¬ 
ficer! 

Daily share trading volume 
on the Toronto exchange went 
as high as 28.7 million shares, 
compared with the more nor¬ 
mal 2 million to 4 million. 

Yet the only mine which 


came out of it all was that 
belonging to the original dis¬ 
coverer — Texas Gulf. 

Courts and securities (inves¬ 
tigations in Canada and the 
U.S. were the scene of most of 
the later action. Irksome of 
the major developments: 

• U.S. brokers, Texas 
Gulf insiders and others were 
cljarged with misuse of inside 


information and some were 
convicted, nils helped set im¬ 
portant new standards for in¬ 
sider trading. 

• Leitch Gold Mines, a 
small Canadian company, 
launched a $450 million action 
for ownership of the mine. It 
failed. 

• The surge of specula¬ 
tion, and the investigation of

J, COURTENAY — An inquest 
jury has attached no blame in 
the death of Douglas Wayne 
Logan, 13, of Cumberland who 
died May 18 after he was 
struck by a vehicle minutes 
after he had been dropped off 
by a school bus. 

The jury said that faulty 
brakes in the vehicle, driven 
by Judith Hart, 38, of Cour¬ 
tenay. “may have contributed 
somewhat to the seriousness 
of the accident.” 

Mechanic Larry AnfieM 
who gave evidence as to the 
reliability of the vehicje me¬ 
chanically, testified that the 
front brakes were not working 
properly. He said that an "in¬ 
complete brake overhaul” .job 
had been done to the 1967 
pickup truck and since then 
the front brakes had never 
worked. "They were brand 
new just like they had just 
been put on,” he said. % 

Front Brakes 

Anfield had testified earlier 
that there was still 90 per cent 
lining left on the front brakes 
arrd 80 per cent on the back 
ones. 

He said owner of the vehi¬ 
cle, Bill Hart, husband of the 
driver of the truck, had told 
him that he had purchased 
the truck after the brake job 
was done. 

I Anfield pointed out that the 
brakes would work normally 
while driving around town but 
in the case of emergency 
braking it would take longer 
to stop. 

"The truck only had two 
brakes when it should have 
had four," he said. "With four 
wheel brakes working, the ve¬ 
hicle would have stopped 
sooner.” 

*Same 9 Shape ^ 

Hart told the jury, although 
he was not sworn in to give 
evidence, that to the "best of 
my knowledge the vehicle was 
in good working condition. I 
have never had any trouble 
braking. If anyone wants to 
do checks, I have kept it in 
the same condition as at the 
time of the accident.” 

Constable Ray Thorogood, 
investigating officer at the ac¬ 


cident, said that the Hart ve¬ 
hicle skidded 135 feet before it 
came to a standstill. He noted 
that the speed limit at the site 
on Min to Road, just outside ^ 
Courtenay, was 50 miles an 
hour. 

Thorogood said the length of 
the skid marks is "not unrea¬ 
sonably far for a vehicle tra¬ 
velling at 50 m.p.h.” 

The officer said Logan was 
pronounced dead at Cum¬ 
berland General Hospital 
right after the incident. He 
told the jury that the attend¬ 
ing doctor said the youth 
"died as a result of injuries 
sustained from the accident.” 

Broke Down 

Driver of the fatal vehicle, 
Mrs. Hart, broke down while 
giving evidence as to her part 
in the death of Logan. 

Mrs. Hart said she had just 
come around a corner and up 
a hill on Minto Road when she 
saw the school bus coming in 
the other' direction. *T rea¬ 
lized there must be children 
around although I didn’t see 
any. I stepped on the brakes 
and by the time I got to the 
back of the bus I then saw 
two boys running across the 
road.” 

One stopped, she said, while 
the other hesitated but kept 
going into the path of her 
truck. 

At the time of the fatal ac¬ 
cident, Mrs. Hart said she 
was on the way to Royston el¬ 
ementary school to pick up 
her children, and then stop 
at her husband’s shop and 
then go to a doctor’s appoint¬ 
ment. She said she had plenty 
of time to make her appoint¬ 
ment and was dnly travelling 
about 40 miles an hour. 

She Watched 

Grandmother * of the de¬ 
ceased, Doris Kertin, said she 
watched her grandson being 
struck down by the truck. 

Mrs. Kerton said she had 
been visiting her daughter, 
Mrs. Logan, on the Friday af¬ 
ternoon apd watched from the 
kitchen window as her grand¬ 
sons Brian. 7, and Douglas 
came off die bus. 

Brian ran across the road, 
she said, while Douglas was 
just walking. 

"Then a blue truck came 


into view and my eyes went to 
that. Then there was a terrific 
bang and Douglas just wasn’t 
there anymore.” 

School bus driver Donald 
Frazer testified that he had 
dropped the Logan boys 
across the road from their 
driveway as he normally did 
every school day. 

"I then checked the road 
and checked the boys and pro¬ 
ceeded onto my next stop.” 

Frazer said he had tra¬ 
velled about 100 yards and his 
blinkers were off when he saw 
the pickup coming over the 
"rise in the road ahead of me. 
I checked in my rear view 
mirror and didn’t see the boys 
or the traffic.?’ 

Because there was no traf¬ 
fic on the road at the time the 
Logan boys departed from the 
bus. Fraser said he assumed 
they had already crossed the 
road to home before he saw 
the Hart vehicle. If he 
couldn't see the boys, Frazer 
said Mrs. Hart would not 
have been able to either. 

Heard Squeal 

"I heard the vehicle go by 
me, heard the squeal of tires 
and the impact,” he said. 

“I pulled over to the side of 
the road and ran back to the 
vehicle which was crossways, 
on the road. I saw the young 
fellow lying on the shoulder of 
the road. His mouth and nose 
was in the gravel so the first 
thing I did was get his mouth 
out of the gravel. I knew not 
to move him.” 


After a marathon overnight 
session Tuesday under the di¬

MacMillan Bloedel said 
while the strike lasts, news¬ 
print will be apportioned fair¬ 
ly among its customers. 

“All customers are in¬ 
formed of these facts and it 
was explained to them that as 
a result of this situation there 
would have to be a reduction 
in their newsprint supplies,” 
the company statement said. 

Newsprint 

"In the meantime, we have 
asked our customers to con¬ 
serve newsprint and they 
have been co-operating in the 
fullest,” the statement added. 

A company spokesman also 
said MacMillan Bloedel had 
tried to arrange other sources 
of supply for its customers 
but because of a world-wide 
shortage of newsprint, no 
other supply was available. 

In the Port Alberni dispute, 
IBEW is asking for a bonus 
for electrical workers with 
tradesmen’s qualifications as 
well as service pay based on 
seniority. The office em¬ 
ployees are seeking a 12-per¬ 
cent across - the - board wage 
increase in a one-year con¬ 
tract with a minimum month¬ 
ly hoist of 575. The company 
has offered 7.8 per cent in the 
first year and 8.5 in second. 

Same Job 

The OTEU also claims the 
company is discriminating by 
offering less of an incrase to 
women than men for doing 
the same job. 

Meanwhile, negotiators for 
the Pulp and Paper Workers 
of Canada said they will con¬ 
tinue their talks with Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel today. 

Buddy Hehre, president of 
Local 8 representing 1,000 
workers a MacMillan Bloe- 
del’s pulp mill at Harmac, 
said the company was "com¬ 
pletely negative” in a meeting 
Tuesday.

New B.C. Policy for Gulf Roads 


Local roads in the southern 
Gulf Islands will be allowed to 
be narrower from now on, 
Highways Minister Graham 
Lea announced Wednesday. 

Lea said in a prepared 
statement that the purpose of 
the new road standards was 
"to conserve the rural beauty 


of the islands by reducing the 
impact of the roads.” 

On the southern Gulf Is¬ 
lands, the allowance required 
for main roads will remain at 
the standard 66 feet, but that 
needed for local roads will be 
reduced from 66 feet to 40 
feet. 


The allowance needed for 
lanes will remain at 20 feet.

full-time instructor has been 
difficult. But in spite of any 
difficulties the program has 
encountered, the spirit and 
enthusiasm of those who are 
involved has kept it afloat. 

Possibly the greatest ser¬ 
vice the program has per¬ 
formed is education as swim¬ 
mers, both Indian and non-In¬ 
dian who use the river, are 
becoming more aware of the 
dangers of river swimming, 
and how to minimize them. 

“More and more kids are 
educated to the dangers now. 
They are also aware of pollu¬ 
tion in the river, and are try¬ 
ing to keep broken glass to a 


minimum. It’s up to each 
guard to keep his site clean, 
and this has cut down a lot on 

injuries,” said Peters. 

* 

This is something which is 
not readily apparent, but far 
fewer children have been 
coming home this year with 
gashes in their feet due to 
carelessly thrown bottles. 

Another danger, especially 
at Quomiaken, near the 
river's mouth, is bacterial 
pollution as the main body of 
the river has changed course, 
and the water in the swim¬ 
ming holes is not circulating 
as in previous years. Recent¬ 
ly, the intentional drowning of 
two dogs in the swimming 


holes has increased the fear 
ot bacterial pollution. 

“Whoever is doing this is 
ruining the river, site. Peter 
Joe (the guard at Quomiaken) 
has already buried one dog. 
‘It’s a crying shame that peo¬ 
ple would do this — come 
down and chuck a dog in,” 
said Peters. “There are kids 
from eight houses swimming 
there, and with the river di¬ 
verted, a dead animal in the 
water becomes a potential 
danger. It could lead to an ep¬ 
idemic.” 

His wife Doreen added: 
“You would think whoever did 
it would know better than to 
throw a dog in the river and 


leave it to drouii. The Indian 
people don’t go for that kind 
of thing. Too many live by the 
river and they depend on it for 
fishing.” 

But because of somebody’s 
cruelty, a hidden and deadlier 
danger, the fear of polluted 
water, occupies the Quomia¬ 
ken guards. 

Peters does not want to see 
the program end with the au¬ 
tumn, as the need for highly 
trained guards is growing, 
and would like to see a winter 
program introduced this year. 

“We have some mighty 
good swimmers, and I’m hop¬ 
ing through all this effort, 
something will come out of 
it,” he said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Alan

Canada’s 6 Uncle Louis’ Dies at 91 


QUEBEC (CP) Louis Ste¬ 
phen St. Laurent,. 12th prime 
minister and beloved Uncle 
I xKiis of Canadian politics, 
died at his home here 
Wednesday. He was 91. 

St. 'Laurent’s son Renaud 
said the end came j>eacefulJy 
for the man who served as 
Liberal prime minister from 
1948 to 1957. 


St. Laurent, the second 
French-Canadian to become 
prime minister! is the second 
former prime minister to die 
in seven months. 

The courtly old politician 
received the last rites of the 
Roman Catholic church Sun¬ 
day. His health has been 
shaky since 1968 when he 
fractured a hip in a fall in his 
home. 

His condition became ag¬ 


gravated in the last two 
months. 

The funeral will be held 
here Saturday. 

In Ottawa, Acting Prime 
Minister Mitchell Sharp inter¬ 
rupted the regular business, of 
the Commons to announce*m£ 
death of St. Laurent. 

Minutes earlier, Paul Mar¬ 
tin, government leader in the 
Senate who served in St. 
Laurent’s cabinet from 1948 


until 1957, broke the news to 
the Senate which immediately 
adjourned for the day. 

In Calgary, attending the 
western economic, conference, 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
spoke of St. Laurent’s “pro¬ 
found faith in Cariada” and 
his belief “there could be no 
greater honor than to serve 
his country.” 

“He entered public life pri¬ 
marily to foster Canadian 


harmony.” said Trudeau. 
“His contribution to the better 
understanding of Canada by 
Canadians was immense and 
everywhere in this country he 
became the symbol of toler¬ 
ance and unity." - 

In the Commons, Sharp said 
Canada has lost a great Cana¬ 
dian whose work lives on. a 
man admired and respected 
throughout the country. 

St. I^aurent. he said, had a 


profound faith in Canada and 
a sense of public duty. 

“Everywhere he became 
the sign of tolerance and 
unity. His legacy to Canada 
permeated Canadian life." 

“Few men holding this of¬ 
fice have commanded such 
universal respect and admira¬ 
tion," Senator Martin told the 
Senate.

Irrigation 
Icebergs 
‘In Sight’ 


TACOMA, Wash. (AP) 
Two government scientists 
say a plan to tow huge ice¬ 
bergs from the Antarctic to 
parched sections of Australia 
and Chile is just three years 
away from reality. 

Icebergs about 800 feet 
thick, 1% miles wide and six 
miles long are the key to a 
concept being perfected by 
Dr. William Campbell and Dr. 
Wilford Weeks. 

Campbell, a geophysicist in 
the U.S. Geological Survey’s 
ice dynamic project, and 
Weeks, an army civilian gla¬ 
ciologist, first believed the 
iceberg project impossible. 

"But the end of our first 
study on the matter con¬ 
vinced us It was very prac- 
\ i c a b 1 e , ’ * Campbell said 
Wednesday. 
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The airline sayi ii was at¬ 
tempting to find alternate 
transportation for its passen¬ 
gers but could also offer re¬ 
funds for all regularly sche¬ 
duled flights which were can¬ 
celled.

CP 
Air runs 420 flights a week 
throughout the worid and Im¬ 
mediately cut total service to 
less than half with 200 flights 
w-hen the machinists walked 
off. 

The airline's transcon¬ 
tinental operation has been 
curtailed from nine to four 
flights a day and service will 
be limited to Vancouver. 
Toronto and Montreal. 

All points in the B.C.- 
Yukon service will continue to 
be serviced but on a reduced 
basis with flights cul back to 
70 a week from the usual 101. 
Service to Prince Rupert,. Ter¬ 
race, Prir*c? George and Fori 
St. John wiil also be continued 
on a reduced basis, but Grand 
Prairie will not be serviced on 4 
the western domestic run. 

All flight have been can¬ 
celled from Vancouver to San 
Francisco as well Ss all Cana- 
da-to-Mexico flights, although 
the Mexican-South American 
service will continue to 
operate. 

There will also be curtail¬ 
ments on the airline’s flights 
to the South Pacific but ser¬ 
vice will remain without inter¬ 
ruptions from Vancouver to 
Tokyo.

Judge Orders

NEW YORK (Reuter— A federal judge has 
ordered an end to limited States operations in Cam¬ 
bodia in a far-reaching decision that joins the 
weight of the judiciary to that of Congress in set¬ 
ting clear limitations lo the power of a president to 
wage war. 

Judge Orrin Judd declared that U.S. involve¬ 
ment in Cambodia was unconstitutional because 
Congress had not authorized it. In a 32-page memo¬ 
randum accompanying the decision, the judge 
wrote: 

~*The extent of the power granted by Congress 
depends on the language used by Congress, not on 
the president’s statements to Congress. An emer¬ 
gency does not create power unless Congress has 
granted it.” 

Burt Neuborne, lawyer for the American Civil 
Liberties Union representing Congresswoman Eli¬ 
zabeth Holtzman of Brooklyn, a Democrat, and 
four air force officers as plaintiffs, said that the 
decision “establishes the precedence which inhibits 
the president from conducting military operations 
without the consent of Congress.” 

Judd, a Republican, issued a permanent in¬ 
junction but stayed its execution until Friday to 
allow the federal government time to appeal.

CP Rail said its transcon¬ 
tinental runs were being shut 
down effective today. CN’s 
new’s release Wednesday 
night said its SupercontinentaJ 
service between Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver was 
discontinued "effective imme¬ 
diately.” 

The SupercontinentaJ from 
Montreal Wednesday w’atr-- 
stopped at Ottawa and re¬ 
turned here Wednesday night. 

Both railways slapped em- 
bargos on livestock freight 
shipments, and CN said explo¬ 
sives also will not be accept¬ 
ed, in ail provinces. No 
freight would be accepted in 
Ontario and shipments from 
elsewhere may be delayed, 
the railways warned. 

Both railways promised to 
make efforts to assist strand¬ 
ed passengers reach their 
final destinations. 

CP Rail planned to pull Its 
westbound transcontinental 
trains out of service today , as 
they reached Winnipeg, Cal¬ 
gary and Vancouver. East- 
bound trains were to be halt¬ 
ed at Calgary, Winnipeg and 
Sudbury. 

CN intended to run its west¬ 
bound Supercontinental, ex¬ 
cept the Wednesday train re¬ 
called at Ottawa, on through 
to the west coast. Eastbound 
trains would be halted at Win¬ 
nipeg and Capreol, near Sud¬ 
bury. . .' 

Both railways cancelled ‘.all 
new transcontinental runs 
until “further notice."

Global College Opens Doors in ’74

Nichol: governors’ chairman

An exciting concept of edu¬ 
cation, world community and 
public service was outlined 
Wednesday for the Lester B. 
Pearson College of the Paci¬ 
fic, due to open at Pedder Bay 
in September, 1974. 

Site development for the $3 
million co-educational “vil¬ 
lage” will start next month on 
75 acres of rugged coastline 
on Juan de Fuca Strait 18 
miles west of Victoria, former 
Senator John Nichol, chair¬ 
man of the college’s board of 
governors, told a press con¬ 
ference at the Empress Hotel. 

The school will award an in¬ 
ternational baccalaureate 


earned by two years of study 
following Grade 11 by stu¬ 
dents from all over the world. 

“We feel that bringing to¬ 
gether students at this age 
will make a contribution to in¬ 
ternational understanding,” 
Nichol told the press confer¬ 
ence. “This is where we 
start.” 

He said the college will 
open next year with 100 stu¬ 
dents, expanding to 200 in 1975 
and growing to a maximum 
of 300 in five -years. About 20 
per cent are expected to be 
from Canada, 50 per cent from 
other Pacific Rim countries 
including the U.S., China and 
Japan, 20 per cent European 
and 10 per cent from Africa 
and the Middle East. 

Jack Matthews, director of

the college and former head¬ 
master of Lakefield College 
School near Peterborough, 
Ont., explained that the bac¬ 
calaureate earned by studens 
is a “world matriculation” 
that gives entrance to almost 
any university in the world. 

He outlined the academic 
curriculum — six subjects, in¬ 
cluding two languages; a 
Study of Man course, experi¬ 
mental sciences, mathematics 
and an optional course of 
arts, music, marine studies, 
additional math or a third 
language. 

The humanitarian services 
curriculum will involve stu¬ 
dents in training teams with 
their local counterparts. 

“We like to choose activities 
that can be fun as well as 
being of service to the com¬ 
munity,” Matthews said. 

He gave as examples a sea 
rescue team and others for 
firefighting, ska patrols, un¬ 
derwater work, pollution con¬ 
trol and assistance to the 
deaf, the blind and the old. 

“We want to bring these 
people to the school and, in 
turn, we want our students to 
go out into the community 
and become involved,” he 
said. 

He envisaged participation 
of his students in the sympho¬ 
ny orchestra, choirs and other 
activities and of people in the 
community taking classes at 
Pedder Bay in swimming, life¬ 
saving, art, pottery, drama 
and other subjects. 

He decried the over-use of 
visual aids and language labs 
in teaching. “It puts a ma¬ 
chine between the teacher and 
the student,” he said. For 
him the ideal classroom 
would be a student on one end 


of a short bench with Aristotle 
on the other. 

The college will have study 
rooms with books and pic¬ 
tures and lots of comfortable 
chairs, he said. 

Already there have been 
almost 400 applications from 
prospective teachers, Matth¬ 
ews said, from heads of uni¬ 
versity departments, prin¬ 
cipals, from teachers in Ma¬ 
la y a , Singapore, Japan, 
Europe and the U.S. 

The purchase of the Pedder 
Bay site was made possible 
through an anonymous gift of 
5200,000 and all funds are 
being sought privately, from 
business and industry, private 
citizens, organizations and 
charitable foundations. 

About half of the 53 million 
objective has been given or 
pledged this year. 

The college, which is con¬ 
sidered the premier memorial 
to Canada’s late prime min¬ 
ister, is the third in a network 
of United World Colleges de¬ 
signed to promote interna¬ 
tional understanding through 
education. The first — the 
United World College of the 
Atlantic — was established in 
1962 at Llantwitt Major in 
Wales. A second, the UWC of 
Southeast Asia, opened in Sin¬ 
gapore last year. The ul¬ 
timate plan is to have similar 
colleges in every major re¬ 
gion of the world. 

The late prime minister was 
the first honorary chairman 
of the Canadian national com¬ 
mittee of UWC farmed in 1963 
and his widow, Mrs. Maryon 
Pearson, is the present honor¬ 
ary chairman. 

The first scholarship to send 
a Canadian student to the col¬ 
lege was announced Wednes¬

day. It will be funded by Mrs. 
Pearson and will be given an¬ 
nually in the amount of 54,000 
for one student, man or 
woman, from the national 
capital area. 

The establishment of a 
54,000 scholarship was ap¬ 
proved in principle Wednes¬ 
day by the Capital Regional 
Board. 

The government of the 
Nurllrwest Territuries has an¬ 
nounced it is offering two two- 
year scholarships a year for 
students from the Territories. 

Nichol stressed the need for 
an international scholarship 


system to support the college 
because, he said, students 
would be chosen “on the basis 
of their ability, not theii* eco¬ 
nomic background.” 

There are four Victorians 
on the board of governors — 
Mrs. Shirley Baker, manager 
of housing and conference ser¬ 
vices at the University of Vic¬ 
toria; Robert Hutchison, law¬ 
yer, who is secretary; An¬ 
drew Soles, superintendent of 
post secondary education for 
the province, and Richard 
Wilson, former chancellor of 
UVic and former mayor of 
Victoria. 


Lone Civilian Coped 
With Military Tasks

When John Erb joined B.C. 
civil defence 12 years ago, he 
was the only civilian on the 
staff of an organization com¬ 
posed exclusively of retired 
military men. 

Main projects of civil de¬ 
fence at that time were build¬ 
ing nuclear bomb shelters 
throughout the province and 
organizing evacuation proce¬ 
dures for Vancouver in case 
of nuclear attack. 

And Erb had been given 
five years by the provincial 
government to completely 
change the organization’s 
image or it would be aban¬ 
doned. 

Today, on the eve of Erb’s 
retirement as provincial civil 
defence co-ordinator, it is a 
flourishing provincial depart¬ 
ment with a fulltime staff of 
43 and an annual budget of 
three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 

Ex-Officers 

No military titles are used 
in the office although some of 
the former colonels and 
majors remain on staff. 

And the main concerns are 
no longer the possibilities of 
war, but the problems of 
peace. 

The major thrust of their 
planning is towards emer¬ 
gency procedures for peace¬ 
time disasters, such as tidal 
waves agd earthquakes, not 
bombs and nuclear fallout. 

New Emphasis 

“The emphasis has been 
completely changed,” Erb 
said recently. He added it. 
must continue to change if 
civil defence is to remain a 
relevant organization. 

For one thing, it must be¬ 
come mare involved in other 
emergencies, not just disas¬ 
ters. Oil spills and other spills 
of chemicals and dangerous 
materials are the prime ex¬ 
ample of this, he said. 

Civil defence is in an ex¬ 
cellent position to coordinate 
efforts in any such emer¬ 
gency, and more use should 
be made of this, he said. 

Erb would also like to see 


more young people become in¬ 
volved in civil defence work. 
“Young engineers, for exam¬ 
ple, who know about chemi¬ 
cals and oil and how to deal 
with them.” 

To complete its image 
change, the name of the or¬ 
ganization will also have to be 
changed too, he said. The gov¬ 
ernment has already agreed 
to this, and has suggested 
Provincial Emergency Pro¬ 
gram — in fact, that’s what 
civil defence is listed as in 
this year’s budget. 

Breakfast Food 

But Erb thinks that is worse 
than keeping the old name. It 
shortens to P.E.P., “and who 
on earth wants to belong to an 
organization called P.E.P.? 
That’s the name of a break¬ 
fast food.” 

He hopes a better name will 
be thought up either by some¬ 
one in t^e gpvernment or 
someone in civil defence it¬ 
self. . 

But even with those 
changes still to be taken care 
at, Erb said he thinks consid¬ 
erable improvements have 
been made during the past 
decade. 

Able To Cope 

“I think we’re far better 
prepared to cope with any 
peacetime disaster than we 
were 10 years ago. I think we 
could handle it pretty well in 
almost any part of the prov¬ 
ince now.” 

Much of this, he said, is 
because of the network of 
1 8,0 0 0 trained * volunteers 
spread out into^every B.C. 
community. Some have been 
trained in first aid, in emer¬ 
gency feeding and welfare, in 
light rescue, some in sucH 
specialized techniques as de¬ 
tecting radioactivity and res¬ 
cuing people from collapsed 
buildings. 

Many Helpers 

There never seems to be a 
shortage of volunteers for 
search and rescue operations 
these days, he said. In fact, 
often the problem IS too many 
volunteers to conduct the 
most efficient search.

Land and bush searches are 
one of the most frequent uses 
of civil defence units on a 
day-to-day basis, he said. 

In recent years, however, 
the organization has also be¬ 
come involved in air and 
marine searches in a co-or¬ 
dinating role. Provincial civil 
defence headquarters works 
closely with the Pacific Res¬ 
cue Centre and organizes and 
dispatches private planes and 
boats to aid in searches when 
required. 

Focus Search 

In this way, Erb explained, 
the volunteers can be sent 
where they will be the most 
use, and can also be screened 
so only qualified planes and 
boats are sent on searches. 

This is even more important 
In air and sea searches than 
in land searches, he said. “It 
doesn’t help if one has to start 
searching fop the searchers.” 

Others given basic training 
by civil defence are mayors 
and aldermen. They receive 
what Erb calls a “basic orien¬ 
tation’” course in what to do if 
there is a disaster in their 
communities. 

Civil defence also sponsors 
the training of auxiliary poli¬ 
cemen for both the RCMP 
and municipal police forces. 
The police forces themselves 


do the training, but civil de¬ 
fence provides uniforms and 
necessary equipment. 

There are now more than 
1,000 trained auxiliary police¬ 
men in. QjC....,feg - .said, who 
could be brought in to help in 
any disaster, or even in the 
case of civil insurrection were 
such a thing every to arise. 

Tided Wave 

During Erb’s time with civil 
defence, there have been no 
truly major disasters, al¬ 
though there have been a few 
ifairly serious incidents — the 
Port Albemi tidal wave in 

1964 and the Hope landslide in 

1965 for instance. 

But some of civil defence’s 
most intensive work has been 
done in situations where there 
has been a threat of trouble, 
but none has ever material¬ 
ized — the possible shipment 
of nerve gas through Juan de 
I’uca Strait in 1970 and the 
Amchitka nuclear blast in 
1971. 

The threat from the Amchit¬ 
ka blast was from a tidal 
wave, and Erb feels one of 
the best things that has hap¬ 
pened for the civil defence 
system has been its joining up 
with a Pacific-wide tidal wave 
warning system. 

Headquarters regularly re¬ 
ceives messages of any tidal 
waves or earthquakes that 
might cause tidal waves from 
across the whole Pacific, and 
would know very early if a 
tidal wave was threatening 
the B.C. coast. 

Eye on Attack 

Despite the emphasis on 
peacetime disaster planning, 
the organization still keeps 
up-to-date its plans for what 
to do in case of a nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

But Erb said he felt 
chances of a war were much 
more remote than they were 
10 years ago, and difficulties 
with a nuclear bomb would be 
more likely to be an accident 
than a war-time drop. 

Erb finishes his job next 
week, and plans to take a trip 
to the Mediterranean soon. 
But after that, he said, he ex¬ 
pects to be looking for “an¬ 
other challenge of some sort” 
— probably another job.

A legal hassle between the 
Capital Region Board and 
Dillingham Corporation of 
Canada Ltd., involving a 
5585,000 claim by the firm for 
alleged overages incurred 
during construction of the 
northwest trunk sewer, ended 
Wednesday in a victory for 
the regional board. 

After more than 14 months 
of investigation, a board of 
arbitration dismissed all but 
557,000 of the firm’s claim 
against the regional board. 

On a 545,000 counterclaim 
by the capital region, the ar- 
bitration board allowed 
523,000, leaving a net amount 
of 534,000 to be paid by the 
board to Dillingham. 

The arbitration board also 
ruled that Dillingham must 
pay all fees and expenses in¬ 
curred by the arbitrators and 
the cost of court reporters 
and transcripts. That amount 
is estimated at 5100,000. 

I_ 


Legal costs to the regional 
board are estimated at 520,000 
which will be paid by the re¬ 
gion. 

Regional board chairman 
Jim Campbell said the dispute 
was probably the longest and 
most expensive case of arbi¬ 
tration in “this part of the 
world.” 

He stressed that the deci¬ 
sion to fight Dillingham’s 
claim for 5585,000 was made 
on the recommendation of the 


regional board’s administra¬ 
tive staff. 

Dillingham, a subsidiary of 
a U.S. firm by the same 
name, based its claim on al¬ 
leged “extras and overages” 
incurred during construction 
of the northwest trunk sewer 
which connects Portage Inlet 
with the Macaulay Point out¬ 
fall in EsquLmalt. 

The total contract was for 
52,148.000 of which 52,060,000 
has already been paid to Dill¬ 
ingham.

Drought Victims 
Helped by B.C. 

The B.C. government is giv¬ 
ing 525,000 for emergency re¬ 
lief in the west central Africa, 
Provincial Secretary Ernest 
Hall said Friday. Hall said 
the relief was needed in the 
area because about 6 million 
people “ha vp been severely 
affected, and are in danger of 
starvation” by a long drought. 


Victoria and Marathon Re¬ 
alty have reached agreement 
in principle on the sale to the 
city of a parcel of Inner Har¬ 
bor waterfront land at a price 
of 51 million. 

The agreement was con¬ 
firmed Wednesday by Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Peter Pollen. 

The property consists of 
about 6 Vi acres owned by 
Marathon and another 3% 
acres owned by the federal 
government but held on short¬ 
term leases by Marathon. 

The parcel of land, which 
stretches from the end of Pen- 
dray along the Belleville wa¬ 


terfront to Menzies, is consid¬ 
ered a key element in the 
beautification of the Inner 
Harbor. 

City officials said Wednes¬ 
day the provincial govern¬ 
ment would provide the 
biggest share of the 51 mil¬ 
lion. 

Talks between the city and 
Marathon Realty, a sub¬ 
sidiary of the CPR, began 
nearly a year ago and city of¬ 
ficials said that as a result of 
tough bargaining, Marathon’s 
original asking price of 5175 
million was reduced to 51 mil¬ 
lion. 




Centre, Curling Rink Plea Planned 


The Capital Region Board 
decided Wednesday to seek a 
change in its letters patent 
enabling the unorganized 
areas of Langford, Colwood 
and Metchosin to build a se¬ 
nior citij&ns’ centre and a 
curling rink at a total cost of- 
5550,000. 


The project is to be the last 
phase of the recreational 
complex on the Island High¬ 
way which has already a 
swimming pool and a skating 
rink. 

Should the provincial gov¬ 
ernment grant the requested 


change in the regional board’s 
letters patent, residents of the 
three unorganized areas must 
approve the project before 
construction can proceed. 

The two previous referen- 
dums for construction of the 
swimming pool and the skat¬ 


ing rink were approved by 
voters In Colwood and Lang¬ 
ford, but rejected by Metcho¬ 
sin residents. 

Cost of construction will ba 
charged to the residents of 
those areas approving the ref¬ 
erendum.
